As part of the Browns’ dedication to education, youth and high school football and Cleveland, Dee and Jimmy 
Haslam and the Browns organization announced in May 2016 the commitment to provide five Cleveland Metro- 
politan School District (CMSD) fields with high-quality synthetic turf over a two-year span. During the commu- 
nity impact project’s planning stages, CMSD identified five fields that would provide the most significant results 
throughout the city. The team will add two more fields in 2019, bringing its total to nine in the past four years. 


HISTORY 


Three fields - Roye Kidd Field, James F. Rhodes Field and Bump Taylor - were completed for the start of the 2016 
high school football season, while John Adams Field and John Marshall Field completed construction in fall 2017. 


The Senate League fields, available to all CMSD schools, are lined to accommodate multiple sports to offer more 
students opportunities to benefit from the upgraded playing surfaces. Through the project, the Cleveland Muny 
League, CMSD physical education classes and local community members will now receive additional access to the 
fields, given many time limitations related to grass field maintenance have been eliminated with the implementa- 
tion of synthetic turf. 


RECORDS 


In 2018, the Browns committed to providing two new high school fields - one at Toledo’s Roy C. Start High School 
and one at Lorain High School’s George Daniel Field. In 2019, the Browns have furthered their commitment by 
providing two new fields - one at Boys Hope Girls Hope of Northeast Ohio and one at Akron’s Ellet High School. 


LEGENDS CLIN —————_———————————— 


With the Browns new fields throughout Greater Cleveland, Lorain and Toledo, new opportunities to play football 
have been created. In Summer 2018, the Browns introduced the Cleveland Browns Legends Clinic. Nearly 1,000 kids 
had the opportunity to attend this free clinic. 


Throughout the event, Browns alumni serving as Play Football Ambassadors and high school coaches offered 
tips and hands-on instruction, including lectures, fundamental football skills stations, contests and non-contact 
games ina high-energy, fun, and positive environment.

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During the past few years, Dee and Jimmy Haslam and a core team of Browns executives have met regularly with 
players to discuss and coordinate community engagement opportunities with organizations and in areas support- 
ing social justice where players wish to make an impact. 


Through those discussions, Browns players identified wanting to support police-community relations, including 
through local Neighborhood Equality & Unity Summits and collaborative visits to Cleveland Recreation Centers; 
addressing recidivism and creating job opportunities; and providing educational resources to students in need. 
In addition to the Neighborhood Equality & Unit Summits - designed for Browns players, CMSD students and Cleve- 
land safety forces to talk about their shared community - the team and its players have made contributions to 
local non-profits who are focused on making a difference in areas related to social justice, as well as engaged with 
leaders in the community to understand how they can best make a difference in Cleveland and their hometowns.

In May, the Browns dined at EDWINS restaurant following a tour of the organization’s main campus, where the team 
provided a $75,000 grant towards its mission. Founded in 2007, EDWINS Leadership & Restaurant Institute gives 
formerly incarcerated adults a foundation in the culinary and hospitality industry while providing a support net- 
work necessary to their long-term success. Its objective is to teach a skilled and in-demand trade in the culinary 
arts, empower willing minds through passion for hospitality management and prepare students for a successful 
transition home. 


HISTORY 


Last December, the Browns social justice leadership group headed to Bloom Bakery to offer a $75,000 donation to 
Towards Employment, which supplies training and resources and assists in securing jobs for individuals who have 
been incarcerated. Prior to that date, multiple Browns players also visited Towards Employment’s headquarters to 
learn about how those groups are impacted when seeking employment, as well as speak with multiple members 
enrolled in Towards Employment programs. 


The Browns and Browns players also made additional contributions to City of Cleveland Recreation Centers in 2018 
to help renovate spaces at three locations and create more opportunities for youth to learn and play in their own 
community. 


RECORDS 


This past offseason, Browns players also traveled to the City of Cleveland Courthouse downtown and witnessed 
bail hearings to better understand the process and its challenges, followed by a trip to interact with individuals 
incarcerated at Bedford Heights City Jail. 


The Browns social justice leadership team will continue to expand its efforts in 2019 with the goal of Impacting 
the Land and inspiring positive change to help create social equality in local communities.

Born “Swagger” on July 20, 2013, the Browns 
welcome back the four-year-old bullmastiff 
to their gameday entertainment group. The 
140-pound pup will be on the field during 
team introductions and will meet and take 
photos with fans on Dawg Pound Drive on 
Alfred Lerner Way, as well as attend other 
club events. a 
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On Aug. 2, 2Ole, Dee, Jimmy and the Haslam family agreed to purchase the Cleveland Browns. The 
sale was unanimously approved by NFL owners on Oct. 16, 2012, and the closing took place on 
et. .25; 


While leading the Browns, the Haslams have created three primary areas of focus to set the team’s 
culture in Cleveland and help direct all important processes and decisions for the organization. 
The club’s standard is centered on providing a consistently winning team on the football field; 
taking exceptional care of the team’s fans by providing a premier experience throughout the year; 
and striving to make a positive impact in the Northeast Ohio community with an emphasis on 
education, youth football and community engagement through volunteerism. 


The Haslams are committed to restoring championship football in Cleveland. To best position the 
team for success, Dee and Jimmy have consistently invested in the organization and its facilities 
to provide the best resources available, while working diligently and responsibly in partnership 
with the City of Cleveland and the City of Berea. 


Prior to the 2016 season, the Haslams and the City of Berea agreed to invest nearly $15 million 
in the team’s training facility. The development resulted in first-class amenities throughout the 
building, to create a best-in-class environment not only for the team’s coaches and players, but for 
every member of the organization. Through the construction, the team renovated 25,000 square 
feet of space, added 25,000 square feet to the facility and redesigned the locker room, player 
meeting rooms, player lounge, cafeteria, training room and installed a lap pool and new hot and 
cold tubs. The renovation also included the addition of a 4,600 square-foot, fully-staffed wellness 
center to ensure the optimal social, mental and physical health of every Browns employee. Most 
recently, the Browns and the City of Berea agreed to a lease extension to keep their headquarters 
there through at least 2039. 
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From 2014-15, FirstEnergy Stadium, in partnership with the City of Cleveland, received $125 million 
of upgrades to modernize the interior and exterior of the stadium. All facets of the project - which 
included new videoboards, additional lower bowl seating, new and refurbished club and premium 
Spaces, upgraded food and beverage selections and more - were incorporated with the mission to 
provide Browns fans an enhanced in-game experience, while also improving the team’s home-field 
advantage. 


MAKING A DIFFERENCE 


Dee and Jimmy are immersed in numerous philanthropic and community endeavors to impact 
Northeast Ohio. Upon becoming owners of the Browns, they quickly engaged themselves in the 
Northeast Ohio community. 


In 2017, the Browns’ philanthropic efforts through the Cleveland Browns Foundation, Community 
Relations and personal giving from the Haslams, coaches, players and the rest of the Browns 
organization were unified with the launch of “Browns Give Back.” 


The Haslams established a focus and direction for the Browns Give Back initiative, with a 
commitment to make a continuing impact in education, youth football and community engagement 
through volunteerism. They have invested $10 million in Breakthrough Charter Schools, which helps 
provide equal educational opportunities for local youths throughout greater Cleveland. The couple 
also made a substantial gift to Cleveland’s public schools, helping to refurbish many of the city’s 
athletic fields. In 2016 as part of the their dedication to education, youth and high school football 
and Cleveland, Dee and Jimmy announced a commitment to provide five Cleveland Metropolitan 
School District (CMSD) fields with high-quality synthetic turf during the next two years. Three 
fields — Roye Kidd Field, James F. Rhodes Field and Bump Taylor Field — were renovated before 
the start of the 2016 high school football season. In 2017, renovations were completed on John 
Adams Field and John Marshall Field. The fields are available to all CMSD schools and are lined to 
accommodate multiple sports to offer more students opportunities to benefit from the upgraded 
playing surfaces. In 2018, the field project expanded beyond Cleveland with the refurbishments of 
a field at Roy C. Start High School in Toledo and George Daniels Field at Lorain High School. In 2019, 
the field project has continued with breaking of ground for fields at Ellet High School in Akron and 
Boys Hope Girls Hope in Garfield Heights. By the start of the 2019 high school football season, 
the Browns have installed nine turf fields as part of the program over a four-year period. The 
Haslams and Pilot Flying J have also initiated the turf field project in Knoxville, providing funding 
to transform 13 fields at area high schools. 


In 2017, the Haslams announced that all net proceeds from items purchased in the Browns Pro 
Shop at FirstEnergy Stadium and during training camp in Berea will go towards supporting the 
Browns Give Back commitment to education and youth football. 


The Haslams worked strategically and passionately to bring the NFL Draft to Cleveland, knowing 
the impact it could have on the community to host such a signature event. On May ee, 2019, 
Commissioner Roger Goodell announced that Cleveland would host the 2021 NFL Draft in 
partnership with the City of Cleveland, Greater Cleveland Sports Commission and Destination 
Cleveland. 


Dee is also committed to the betterment of the Northeast Ohio community through her active 
involvement as a member of the board of directors for the Greater Cleveland Partnership; the 
United Way of Greater Cleveland (Executive Council); University Hospitals Systems; the Cleveland 
Orchestra; and the Rock & Roll Hall of Fame. She also serves on the boards of the University of 
Tennessee College of Business; the Emerald Youth Foundation; State Collaborative on Reforming 
Education (SCORE) in Tennessee; and is the acting chair of Lakeshore Park. Dee also serves on the 
board of the Greater Columbus Partnership. 
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In May of 2017, Dee was appointed by Governor Jeb Bush to ExcelinEd’s Board of Directors, which is 
a foundation that has become a national leader in the education reform movement. She was also 
awarded an honorary doctorate after delivering the commencement speech at Baldwin Wallace 
University. 


Dee and Jimmy helped co-found the Haslam Scholars Program in 2008. The program offers unique 
in-depth academic enrichment for top students at the University of Tennessee. 


Jimmy also serves on the boards of the American Federation for Children, the National Association 
of Truckstop Operators and Anderson Media Corporation. In 2006, he served as Tennessee 
statewide campaign chair for Bob Corker, now a United States Senator. Jimmy was also the 2010 
Tennessee statewide finance chair for Governor Bill Haslam. In 2010, he was named a recipient 
of the Ernst & Young Entrepreneur of the Year award for the Southeast region. In October 2011, 
Jimmy was recognized as a “Significant Sig” by the Sigma Chi Foundation. Jimmy’s additional 
civic involvement includes service on the boards of directors Lakeshore Park in Knoxville, Tenn. 
He formerly served as campaign chair for both Knox Area Rescue Ministries and United Way of 
Greater Knoxville. 


In June of 2017, Jimmy was honored by the Cleveland branch of the NAACP at its 1O5th Anniversary 
Celebration Freedom Fund Dinner. 


Dee and Jimmy have pushed the Browns to make an impact in the social justice space. They have 
met with Browns players to support their ideas and efforts in determining the best ways to make 
an impact. The Browns have hosted three social justice summits; two that brought together the 
Cleveland Police Department with Cleveland Metropolitan School District high school students 
to create a forum for open and honest dialogue about social injustice and another that brought 
community and civic leaders to the Browns facility to engage players and the entire organization. 
Players have also participated in ride-a-longs with local police departments and the Haslams 
have provided written testimony in support of state criminal justice reform bills. Dee sits on the 
NFL’s social justice committee that works directly with players to advise league on social justice 
initiatives and funding of programs. 


In January of 2019, Dee participated in a panel discussion as part of the R.I.S.E. Super Bowl 
Champions of Change Town Hall at the King Center in Atlanta, Georgia to discuss team ownerships’ 
role in the league’s social justice initiative. 


To help further advance the NEL, Jimmy is a member of the league’s business ventures, media, and 
Hall of Fame committees and chairs the investment committee. Dee serves on the social justice, 
legislative and conduct committees. 


The Haslams received their first award as members of the NFL in 2014 when they were recognized 
by the Fritz Pollard Alliance with the Paul ‘Tank” Younger Award for promoting diversity within NFL 
front offices. 


BEYOND THE NFL 


In January of 2019, the Haslams expanded their sports interests and investments when they 
reached an agreement with Major League Soccer to operate the Columbus Crew. 


A native a Knoxville, Tenn., Haslam began his career at Pilot Corporation in 1976, a company his 
family founded in 1958. In 1980, Haslam was named vice president of sales, development and 
operations. At that time, Pilot operated 100 convenience stores with annual fuel sales of about 
125 million gallons. Today, Jimmy serves as CEO of Pilot Flying J, a position he has held since 
1996 and the company has grown its network from seven states in the Southeast to 43 states 
in the U.S., and six Canadian provinces, with more than 750 travel centers and travel plazas. In 
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October of 2017, Warren Buffet’s Berkshire Hathaway acquired an investment-stake in Pilot Flying 
J. Jimmy was thrilled to collaborate with Berkshire Hathaway and expressed those feelings ina 
recent interview, “Obviously to have a partner like Warren and Berkshire Hathaway, I think, is a 
tremendous honor for our team members. Pilot Flying J has always been a growth company, and 
obviously partnering with Warren is an opportunity to grow even more.” 


Dee, an Emmy-nominated TV producer, was the executive producer and CEO of RIVR Media 
Companies. Since launching RIVR Media in 1999, Dee has been the executive producer for ground 
breaking series such as “Trading Spaces,” “Whale Wars,” “World Series of Poker,” “Renovation 
Realities,” “Fat Guys in the Woods,” and “Escaping Polygamy.” Recently, RIVR was named a 
Realscreen’s Global 100 TV production company. In June of 2012, Dee started Nest Features, 
an independent film company that produces films in and about the American South. Prior to 
RIVR’s launch, she worked in various production roles with Bagwell Communications and Cinetel 
Productions. Dee stepped down from her role as CEO at RIVR Media in early 2018 to devote more 
of her time to the Cleveland Browns but will remain a partner and executive producer. 


Dee’s professional association memberships include: Academy of Television Arts and Sciences; In 
Counsel with Women; Women in Cable Telecommunications; International Women’s Forum; C200; 
and the Society of International Business Fellows. 


This past July, Cleveland Crain’s honored Dee as a 2018 Women of Note for her efforts and 
commitment towards the betterment of Cleveland. 


The Haslams first became involved in the NFL by acquiring minority ownership of the Pittsburgh 
Steelers in 2008, marking the first time ownership of the franchise expanded beyond the Rooney 


and McGinley families. The Haslams kept that stake until taking control of the Browns. 


The Haslams have three adult children and five grandchildren.

James Wood “JW” Johnson III is executive vice president of the Cleveland Browns and is a member 
of the Browns ownership group. Johnson helps lead the strategic direction on the business side 
of the organization, particularly focused on media, marketing, partnerships, fan experience and 
digital content. 


Johnson served as one of the Browns’ primary advocates, along with ownership and other team 
executives, in bringing the NFL Draft to Northeast Ohio in 2021. On May 22, 2019, Commissioner 
Roger Goodell and the NFL announced that Cleveland would host the 2021 NFL Draft, in partnership 
with the City of Cleveland, Greater Cleveland Sports Commission and Destination Cleveland. 


In January of 2019, JW, his wife Whitney, and Dee and Jimmy Haslam expanded their sports 
interests and investments when they reached an agreement with Major League Soccer to operate 
the Columbus Crew. The Haslams and Johnsons, along with partner Dr. Pete Edwards, direct the 
organization’s long-term strategies and day-to-day functions, including the construction of a 
Downtown Columbus stadium and economic development district, as well as a community center 
that will house the team’s training facility. 


Johnson's professional background includes 15 years at CBS Sports, three years with RIVR media 
and in 2013, he created 3 Sons Media, a creative agency and full-service production and post- 
production company based in Nashville, Tenn. The company has worked with brands such as the 
NFL, NIKE, ESPN and NASCAR. 3 Sons created all the in-game video content for the Tennessee 
Titans in 2016 and helped produce the Browns’ in-game content look the past five seasons. 


While with CBS Sports (1994-09), Johnson was an Emmy award winning associate producer and 
associate director. He covered some of the largest sporting events in the world, such as the 
Masters, Super Bowl and Final Four. 

Johnson has a bachelor’s degree in broadcast journalism and communications from the University 
of Mississippi in Oxford. He currently serves on the board of directors for the Cleveland Browns 


Foundation and chairs the foundation’s fundraising committee. 


He and his wife, Whitney, have three sons, Hank, Ross and Max. 


BROWNS IN LONDON 


On Oct. 29, 2017, the Cleveland Browns played the Minnesota Vikings at Twickenham Stadium in one 


of the league’s four London Series games that season. It marked Cleveland's first-ever regular season 
game outside of the United States. Prior to the launch of the current International Series format, the 
Browns played three preseason games - vs. NY Jets in Montreal in 1988; vs. Philadelphia in London in 
1989; and vs. New England in Toronto in 1993 - outside of the United States.

SUPER BOWLS WON 


John Dorsey was named General Manager of the Cleveland Browns on December /, 2017. Following 
a six-year playing career as a linebacker with the Green Bay Packers, Dorsey has worked in NFL 
player personnel for 27 years, including four years as the General Manager of the Kansas City 
Chiefs. During those 2/ seasons, he has helped his teams to 19 playoff berths, 11 divisional titles, 
three conference championships and two Super Bowl wins. 


Dorsey has an impeccable draft record as a General Manager. He has selected a rookie that has 
made the Pro Bowl each year since 2015 (CB Denzel Ward in 2018, RB Kareem Hunt in 2017, WR 
Tyreek Hill in 2016 and CB Marcus Peters in 2015). He has also selected QB Baker Mayfield (set 
NFL rookie passing touchdown record in 2018), QB Patrick Mahomes (voted NFL MVP in 2018), RB 
Kareem Hunt (led NFL in rushing yards as a rookie in 2017) as well as first team All-Pro honorees 
and multiple-time Pro Bowlers: TE Travis Kelce, WR Tyreek Hill and CB Marcus Peters. 


In his first season with the Browns, Dorsey built a roster that recorded the best turnaround in 
team history - a 7.5 game-win improvement - from 0-16 in 2017 to 7-8-1 in 2018. He orchestrated 
trades that landed Pro Bowl WR Jarvis Landry and former first-round CB Damarious Randall. In free 
agency, the team signed 10 unrestricted free agents and during the 2018 NEL Draft, the Browns 
selected nine players, including Mayfield (first overall) and Ward (fourth overall). 


This offseason, Dorsey completed a blockbuster trade that netted the Browns Pro Bowl and All- 
Pro WR Qdell Beckham Jr. and Pro Bowl DE Olivier Vernon. The club also added Pro Bowl DT Sheldon 
Richardson and Pro Bowl RB Kareem Hunt. The 2019 draft class consisted of seven players, 
including the club's first pick CB Greedy Williams. 


With Dorsey as General Manager in Kansas City from 2013-16, the Chiefs recorded a 43-21 (.672) 
record, the fourth-highest winning percentage in the NFL during that span. Kansas City recorded 
at least nine wins each season and advanced to the postseason three times. In 2016, the Chiefs 
went 12-4, won the AFC West title and finished 6-0 in divisional play. After starting 1-5 in 2015, the 
Chiefs recorded the greatest turnaround ina single season in NFL history as the team won its final 
10 regular season games and advanced to the postseason. In his first year with the Chiefs, Dorsey 
was named the 2013 Executive of the Year by the Pro Football Writers of America after helping the 
club to an 11-5 record after the team went 2-14 the year prior to Dorsey’s arrival. 


During his five drafts with Kansas City (2013-17), every player Dorsey selected in the first round 
went on to earn Pro Bowl honors. He selected Mahomes (2017), Peters (2015), DL Dee Ford (2014) 
and OL Eric Fisher (2013). He also drafted Pro Bowlers in Hunt (third round, 2017), Kelce (third 
round, 2013), WR Tyreek Hill (fifth round, 2016) and LB D.J. Alexander (sixth round, 2015). Dorsey 
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also traded for QB Alex Smith in 2013, who set a number of Chiefs passing records and was 
selected to multiple Pro Bowls. 


Dorsey was first hired as a college scout by Green Bay in 1991. He spent 2l years as an executive 
with the Packers. He served as a college scout (1991-96), director of college scouting (1997-98, 
2000-11) and director of football operations (2012). In 1999, he was director of player personnel 
with the Seattle Seahawks. 


While overseeing Green Bay’s college scouting department, the Packers found success building 
their team through the draft. Dorsey worked closely with Green Bay’s general manager and helped 
the Packers select QB Aaron Rodgers in the first round of the 2005 draft. Rodgers led Green 
Bay to a victory in Super Bowl XLV and was named Super Bowl MVP. Dorsey also helped with the 
selections of Pro Bowlers LB A.J. Hawk, WR Greg Jennings, NT BJ. Raji and LB Clay Matthews. 


Selected by Green Bay in the fourth round of the 1984 draft, Dorsey appeared in 76 career regular 
season games as a linebacker and on special teams. He was a special teams captain and set the 
Green Bay single-season club record with 35 special teams tackles in 1984. 


A four-year starter at linebacker for Connecticut, Dorsey was named the Yankee Conference 
Defensive Player of the Year during his junior and senior seasons. He earned Division I-AA All- 
America honors and finished as the conference’s all-time leading tackler. He graduated with 
degrees in economics and political science. 


Dorsey has been active in making a difference in the community as a player and executive. He was 
voted the Packers Man of the Year in 1987 for his civic contributions. 


In 2016, Dorsey was inducted in the Fork Union Military Academy Hall of Fame. Fork Union Military 
Academy is a nationally recognized school in central Virginia that Dorsey graduated from in 1980. 


In June, Dorsey was announced one of 177 players listed on the 2020 College Football Hall of Fame 
ballot. The Hall of Fame class will be announced in January 2020. 


A native of Leonardtown, Md., Dorsey is married, Patricia, and has three sons, Bryant, Austin and 
Jack, and one daughter, Catherine.

Paul DePodesta was named the Browns’ Chief Strategy Officer on January 5, 2016. DePodesta 
came to Cleveland after spending 20 seasons in Major League Baseball. During his time in 
MLB, DePodesta was the only executive in the league to win divisional titles with five different 
organizations. 


DePodesta is tasked with implementing systems and processes to strengthen the Browns 
organization and decision making. In this role, he works closely with General Manager John 
Dorsey, Head Coach Freddie Kitchens and members of the player development, high performance 
and analytics departments to maximize efforts. 


DePodesta joined the Browns from the New York Mets, where he served as the vice president 
of player development and amateur scouting for five seasons (2011-15). In his time in New York, 
DePodesta was part of a front office that took the Mets from a 79-83 record and fourth-place 
divisional finish in 2010 to a Divisional title, National League Championship and World Series 
appearance in 2015. 


Prior to the Mets, DePodesta spent five seasons (2006-10) with the San Diego Padres, first as a 
special assistant for baseball operations and then executive vice president. Before San Diego, he 
served as the General Manager for the Los Angeles Dodgers from 2004-05. In his first season 
with the Dodgers, the team had its first playoff victory in 15 years. 


Before his time as a general manager, DePodesta spent five years (1999-03) as the Assistant 
General Manager with the Oakland Athletics, where the A’s won three Divisional titles and one 
wild card. 

DePodesta began his MLB career as an intern in player development in 1996 for the Cleveland 
Indians before becoming the Major League advance scout for the 1997-98 seasons and later the 
special assistant to the GM. 


He served as an intern for the Canadian Football League’s Baltimore Stallions in 1995. 


A native of Alexandria, Va., DePodesta graduated cum laude from Harvard in 1995. He played 
football and baseball for the Crimson. 
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David Jenkins is in his 16th season with the Browns and was named the team’s Chief Operating 
Officer on May 8, 2018. As COO, Jenkins leads the team’s daily business operations and its long- 
term vision, directing all organizational goals related to financial management, revenue generation, 
stadium operations, legal, information technology, business analytics and administration. He also 
serves as the Browns’ primary government relations contact, working closely with the City of 
Cleveland and City of Berea on club related matters. 


During the past few years, Jenkins has acted as one of the Browns’ primary advocates, along 
with ownership and team executives, to bring the NFL Draft to Northeast Ohio. On May 2e, 2019, 
Commissioner Roger Goodell and the NFL announced that Cleveland would host the 2021 NFL Draft, 
in partnership with the City of Cleveland, Greater Cleveland Sports Commission and Destination 
Cleveland. 


Jenkins also played a key role in Dee and Jimmy Haslams’ and Whitney and JW Johnsons’ acquisition 
of the investor-operator rights to Major League Soccer’s Columbus Crew SC as he was highly 
involved throughout each stage of an expedited franchise transfer that kept the original MLS 
franchise in its rightful city. 


Prior to being elevated to COO, Jenkins spent three seasons as the team’s executive vice 
president and five as chief financial officer. He oversaw all finance-related departments of the 
organization - budgeting and strategic planning, financial reporting, audit and risk management, 
and in 2016, added stadium operations, legal, information technology and administration to his 
assignments. His responsibilities now also include the franchise’s ticket operations, sales and 
retention, suite and premium sales, corporate partnership sales and activation and concessions 
and merchandising. 


Jenkins joined the Browns in October 2004 as a financial and business analyst. He also previously 
held positions as the club’s director of finance (2006), vice president of finance (2007-10) 
and senior vice president of finance & administration (2010-12).

Eric Metcalf tied an NFL record when he returned two punts for touchdowns, lifting Cleveland to 
a 28-23 victory against the Pittsburgh Steelers at Cleveland Municipal Stadium on Oct. 24, 1993. 
Metcalf returned his first punt 91 yards for a second-quarter score to put the Browns ahead 14-0. 


Pittsburgh was able to come back, and held a 23-21 fourth-quarter lead, until Metcalf took his second 
punt back 75 yards for a touchdown with 2:05 remaining. Prior to Metcalf, the feat had been achieved 
just four times previously. Currently, only 12 players (14 times) in NFL history have returned two punts 
for touchdowns in a single game. Metcalf and Baltimore’s Jermaine Lewis are the two who have 
accomplished the feat twice during their careers.

Renee Harvey is in her 18th year with the Browns and currently serves as vice president and 
executive director of the Cleveland Browns Foundation. Named to the position in 2013, Harvey 
manages all long-term strategies and day-to-day operations for the Foundation and its 
commitment to education in Northeast Ohio through Browns Give Back. 


Harvey is a core member of the team’s leadership group as the Browns have established a 
culture where supporting the community is prioritized as a main measurement of success, along 
with winning consistently and creating an exceptional fan experience. In 2017, Harvey helped 
develop and launch the team’s philanthropic mission of Browns Give Back, the team’s community 
platform that is dedicated to education, youth football and volunteerism, with a focus of sparking 
meaningful, long-term impact in those three key areas. 


Harvey also played a pivotal role in 2013 during the execution of an eight-month evaluation and 
transformation of the Cleveland Browns Foundation, established in 1999, that resulted strategic 
plans committed to education. Emphasizing attendance, the Foundation’s mission is to improve 
the quality of education for students in Ohio by making investments that keep kids in school every 
day so they can succeed. The team engages school districts and promotes quality education by 
using attendance data and feedback from families to build a school-going culture, uncover and 
reduce common barriers to attendance and support engagement opportunities for students to 
thrive. 


In 2017, Harvey helped foster a new collaboration between the Cleveland Metropolitan School 
District, Shoes and Clothes for Kids and the Cleveland Browns Foundation to create the “Special 
Teams Package” program, which provides uniforms and essential clothing to students in need. The 
partnership focuses on addressing a basic need for thousands of CMSD students facing poverty 
in an effort to remove clothing as a barrier to school, supporting the mission of the “Get 2 School.

A member of the Browns since 2002, Harvey previously strengthened the club’s local and national 
philanthropic efforts as vice president of community outreach. She was responsible for strategic 
planning and implementation of all community relations and youth football initiatives. Harvey also 
directed the allocation of resources related to player appearances, financial support and in-kind 
contributions.

Freddie Kitchens initially joined the Browns as running backs/associate head coach on Jan. 24, 
2018. He was promoted to offensive coordinator on Oct. 29, 2018 and named head coach on Jan. 
9, 2019. 


An assistant coach for 20 years on the college and professional levels prior to being named the 
Browns’ 17th full-time head coach, Kitchens had the opportunity to learn and coach with some 
of the best to coach the game of football. Kitchens was a graduate assistant at LSU in 2000 
under head coach Nick Saban and later broke into the NFL with the Dallas Cowboys in 2006 under 
Pro Football Hall of Fame head coach Bill Parcells. Kitchens was one of six assistants on that 
2006 Cowboys staff who went on to become an NFL head coach [Anthony Lynn, Todd Haley, Tony 
Sparano, Mike Zimmer and Todd Bowles). 


A firm believer that football is more than just X’s and O’s, Kitchens’ core beliefs are about trust, 
respect and the team over any individual. Kitchens used this philosophy when building his first 
coaching staff. He wanted a cohesive unit that bases everything on one thing - winning football 
games. He hired former head coach Steve Wilks as defensive coordinator, offensive guru Todd 
Monken as offensive coordinator, veteran special teams coach Mike Priefer as special teams 
coordinator and seasoned offensive line coach James Campen as offensive line/associate head 
coach. 


In 2018, Kitchens took over as Browns’ offensive coordinator following Week 9 and helped the 
team to a dramatic turnaround. During the second half of the season, the Browns finished among 
the league leaders in several categories including yards per game (fourth with 395.1), passing 
touchdowns (tied for fourth with 19) and total touchdowns (tied for sixth with 25). Cleveland 
Surrendered just five sacks during the second half of the season - by far the lowest of any team in 
the league - compared to 33 in the first half. The Browns also scored touchdowns on 19 of 24 trips 
to the red zone en route to posting a 5-3 record over the final eight weeks. 
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Kitchens played a key role in the development of several rookies, including QB Baker Mayfield. 
The No. 1 overall pick set an NFL rookie record with 2/7 touchdown passes and finished sixth in NFL 
rookie passing yards with 3,/25, despite starting just 13 games. On the ground, RB Nick Chubb 
set a Browns rookie record with 996 yards, including recording the longest rush in Browns history 
and the second-longest run by rookie in NFL history (92 yards vs. Atlanta on Nov. 11). In addition, 
G Joel Bitonio was selected to his first career Pro Bowl and WR Jarvis Landry was named to his 
fourth Pro Bowl. 


Prior to the Browns, Kitchens spent 11 seasons with the Arizona Cardinals. He spent 2017 as 
running backs coach. He was also quarterbacks coach for four years (2013-16) and tight ends 
coach for six seasons (2007-12). 


In 2017, Arizona acquired Adrian Peterson during a midseason trade. Peterson, who ranks leth 
on the NFL all-time rushing list, led the Cardinals in rushing yards despite playing just six games. 


During his time as quarterbacks coach, Kitchens helped Carson Palmer establish multiple single- 
season team records, including passing yards (4,671), touchdown passes (35) and passer rating 
(104.6). Palmer also became the only player in Cardinals history to throw for 4,000 yards in 
multiple seasons (2013, 2015-16). In 2015, the Cardinals had the top-ranked offense in the NFL 
for the first time in team history and set numerous single-season team records including points 
(489), touchdowns (59), touchdown passes (35), total net yards (6,533) and first downs (379).

In his final season as tight ends coach, Rob Housler recorded 4e receptions, the third-highest 
figure by a tight end in Cardinals history. In 2007, Arizona finished tied for fourth in the league with 
32 passing touchdowns with eight coming from the tight end group. 


Kitchens began his NFL coaching career in 2OO6 as the tight ends coach with the Dallas Cowboys. 
In 2006, Kitchens worked with Jason Witten, who was selected to the Pro Bowl. 


Prior to the NFL, Kitchens spent seven years coaching on the college level with stops at Mississippi 
State (2004-05), North Texas (2001-03), Louisiana State (2000) and Glenville State (1999). 


A three-year starter at quarterback for the University of Alabama (1995-97), Kitchens finished his 
playing career with 4,668 yards and 30 touchdown passes for the Crimson Tide. He finished his 
collegiate career ranked third in school history in career attempts, fourth in career passing yards 
and fifth in career completions. Kitchens also played baseball at Alabama his freshman and senior 
seasons, but a pectoral injury forced him to miss his sophomore and junior campaigns. 


Kitchens returned to Alabama in April 2019 for a coaching clinic hosted by Nick Saban. As one of 
the featured speakers, Kitchens stressed that everyone has five choices in life - be bad at what 
you do, be average, be good, be excellent or be elite. He emphasized if you want to be excellent or 
elite, you have to have commitment, drive, focus and the passion to do things at a high level and 
hold yourself to a high standard. 


A native of Gadsden, Ala., Kitchens earned high school All-America honors and was named Mr. 
Football in the state of Alabama his senior season. 


Kitchens and his wife, Ginger, have two daughters, Bennett and Camden. 


DINO LUCARELLI MEDIA CENTER 


The Dino Lucarelli Media Center, opened in December of 2002 at the Browns Training and Administrative 
Complex in Berea, features an expansive media work room and a radio/television interview area. The 
Space was also renovated in 20!’ to provide a more vibrant environment for media within the facility. 
Lucarelli worked with Cleveland media for more than 50 years and has been affiliated with the 


Cleveland Browns organization since 1975 with responsibilities in player relations, media services and 
alumni relations. Lucarelli called the naming of the media center “one of the biggest thrills of my life.” 
The Cleveland Chapter of the Professional Football Writers of America (PFWA) has named its “Good 
Guy Award” for Lucarelli. The Good Guy Award is given annually for cooperation with the media and 
for the way a player carries himself in the community and with his teammates. The National Football 
Foundation (Northeast Ohio Chapter) Lifetime Achievement Award is also named for Lucarelli.

Steve Wilks was named the Browns defensive coordinator on Jan. 14, 2019. He is in his 25th year 
as a coach and his 14th season in the NEL. He has helped his teams advance to two Super Bowls 
(Super Bowl 50 and Super Bowl XLI). 


In 2018, Wilks served as the head coach of the Arizona Cardinals. Arizona’s defense finished fourth 
in the NFL against the pass (203.9 yards per game), and CB Patrick Peterson was named a starter 
in the Pro Bowl. 


Prior to Arizona, Wilks spent six seasons (2012-17) with the Carolina Panthers. He served as the 
defensive backs coach his first five seasons, as well as assistant head coach during the 2015 
and 2016 seasons, and was promoted to defensive coordinator in 201%. The Panthers finished 
in the top-1O in total defense in five of Wilks’ six seasons with the team. With Wilks as defensive 
coordinator, the club went from 2elst in 2016 to seventh in 2017. Carolina also finished among the 
league leaders in sacks (third with 50) and run defense (third at 88.1 yards per game) and was the 
only NFL team to not allow a 100-yard rusher in a game. LBs Luke Kuechly and Thomas Davis were 
selected to the Pro Bowl, while Kuechly added first team All-Pro honors. In 2016 as secondary 
coach, the Panthers tied for the NFC lead with 17 interceptions. In 2015, Carolina led the NFL in 
interceptions (24), takeaways (39) and opponent passer rating (73.5) and advanced to Super Bowl 
50. 
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Prior to Carolina, Wilks spent three seasons (2009-11) coaching the Chargers defensive backs. In 
2010, San Diego led the league in total defense and pass defense. Wilks helped S Eric Weddle to 
two All-Pro selections (2010-11) and one Pro Bowl selection (2010). 


Wilks joined the NFL ranks as Chicago’s defensive backs coach from 2006-08. In 2006, the Bears 
led the NFL in takeaways and advanced to Super Bowl XLI. 


Prior to Chicago, Wilks spent 11 seasons coaching on the collegiate level. He began his coaching 
career as the defensive coordinator at Johnson C. Smith (1995-96). He spent two seasons (1997- 
98) as defensive coordinator at Savannah State, where he was named Division II Defensive 
Coordinator of the Year in 1998. He was elevated to head coach in 1999 and guided the Tigers to 
a 5-6 record. 


Wilks had one-year stints as the defensive backs coach at Illinois State (2000) and his alma mater, 
Appalachian State (2001), before working as the co-defensive coordinator at East Tennessee 
State in 2002. Wilks spent time at Bowling Green as defensive backs coach in 2003 before joining 
Notre Dame (2004) and the University of Washington (2005) in the same capacity. 


Wilks attended West Charlotte High School and went on to play defensive back at Appalachian 
State (1987-91), finishing his career with 103 tackles, four interceptions and four blocked kicks.

Todd Monken was named the Browns offensive coordinator on Jan. 14, 2019. Monken spent the 
past three seasons (2016-18) as offensive coordinator with the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. He also 
coached the wide receivers his first two seasons. 


Monken’s offense rewrote Tampa Bay’s record book as the Buccaneers led the NFL in passing 
yards (14,130) from 2016-18. Following his three-year run as offensive coordinator, his offenses 
ranked first (415.5 in 2018), fourth (863.5 in 2017) and fifth (846.4 in 2016) in Buccaneers history 
in yards per game. Last year, he helped Tampa Bay lead the NFL in passing offense (5,125) and 
finish third in the league in total offense (6,681). The 2018 Buccaneers set numerous club records, 
including total yards (6,648), total touchdowns (49), passing yards (5,125), passing touchdowns 
(36), first downs (388) and points (396). WR Mike Evans thrived under Monken as he earned his 
first two Pro Bowl selections and topped 1,000 receiving yards in all three seasons. 


Monken came to Tampa Bay from Southern Mississippi, where he spent three seasons (2013- 
15) as head coach. After taking over a program that finished O-le the previous season, Monken 
directed a turnaround that had the Golden Eagles as postseason bowl participants by the end of 
his third campaign. Under Monken’s guidance, Southern Miss posted a 9-5 record in 2015, winning 
the Conference USA West division and earning an appearance in the Heart of Dallas Bowl. 


Before joining Southern Miss, Monken spent two seasons as the offensive coordinator and 
quarterbacks coach for Oklahoma State (2011-12), his second stint with the Cowboys, after having 
worked as the passing game coordinator and wide receivers coach from 2002-04. During his time 
as offensive coordinator, the team set school season records for total offensive yards, passing 
yards, completion percentage, points scored and passing touchdowns. He worked with QB Brandon 
Weeden and WR Justin Blackmon, who both went on to be first-round picks in the 2012 NFL Draft. 
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Prior to his second stint at Oklahoma State, Monken spent four seasons (2007-10) working as the 
wide receivers coach for the Jacksonville Jaguars. In his time with Jacksonville, Monken coached 
Reggie Williams, who set a club record with 10 touchdown receptions in 2007. 


Before entering the NFL, Monken served as the passing game coordinator/wide receivers coach 
at LSU from 2005-06, when he helped develop future first-round selections WR Dwayne Bowe and 
WR Buster Davis. 


Monken began his coaching career at Grand Valley State, spending two seasons as a graduate 
assistant (1989-90), before holding the same title at Notre Dame (1991-92). He also coached 
at Eastern Michigan, where he worked as the defensive backs/wide receivers coach (1993-97), 
before being elevated to offensive coordinator/quarterbacks coach (1998-99). Monken also 
served as the running backs coach (2000) and the wide receivers coach (2001) at Louisiana Tech. 


A native of Wheaton, IIl., Monken was a three-year letter winner at quarterback for Knox College. 
He earned a bachelor’s degree in economics and a master’s degree in education leadership from 


Grand Valley State. He is a member of the Knox College Athletic Hall of Fame.

Mike Priefer was named the Browns special teams coordinator on Jan. 14, 2019. This marks his 
14th season as an NFL special teams coordinator. He has held the same role with the Chiefs 
(2006-08), Broncos (2009-10) and Vikings (2011-18). In 2012, Priefer was named Special Teams 
Coach of the Year as voted on by his NFL counterparts. 


Since joining the NFL in 2002, Priefer has helped David Tyree (ST), Chris Hanson (P), Blair Walsh 
(K) and Cordarrelle Patterson (RS) earn Pro Bowl nods. Patterson was also named first team All- 
Pro multiple times, while Walsh earned the honor once. Priefer has seen his units account for 26 
scores (12 kickoff return, nine punt return, three blocked punts, one botched fake field goal and 
one safety). He has also helped his squads block 23 kicks (nine punts, nine field goals and five 
PATs]. 


During his tenure with the Vikings, Priefer’s unit led the NFL with 14 special teams touchdowns. The 
team scored on seven kickoff returns, five punt returns and two touchdowns off blocked punts. 
Minnesota led the NFL in kickoff return average in 2015 (28.3) and 2016 (27.3) and finished second 
in 2011 (27.2). His units also led the league in punt return average in 2013 (15.2) and finished 
second in the league in total kick return yards in 2014 (1,981) and 2015 (1,540). In 2014, the 
Vikings became the fifth team in NFL history to block two punts and return both for touchdowns 
in the same game. 


With Priefer, Cordarrelle Patterson led the league in 2013 kickoff return average (32.4) and kickoff 
return touchdowns (two). In 2015, he led the NFL in kickoff return average (31.8) and kickoff 
return touchdowns (two). In 2016, Patterson was first in kickoff return average (31.7). Marcus 
Sherels also routinely ranked among the league leaders and tied for the NFL lead in punt return 
touchdowns (two) in 2016. K Blair Walsh set numerous team and NFL records, including connecting 
on le consecutive field goals of 50-plus yards. 


During his time with the Broncos, Eddie Royal became the 11th player in NFL history to have both a 
kickoff and punt return for a touchdown in the same game [at San Diego, 10/19/09). 
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Before joining the Broncos, Priefer coordinated Kansas City’s special teams from 2006-08 
following stints as an assistant special teams coach with the New York Giants (2003-05) and 
Jacksonville (2002). 


From 1994-2001, Priefer coached special teams at the collegiate level, working for Navy (1994- 
96), Youngstown State (1997-98), VMI (1999) and Northern Illinois (2000-01). 


At Northern Illinois, Priefer helped Justin McCareins earn MAC Special Teams Player of the Year 
honors in 2OOO. 


At Youngstown State, Priefer spent two years under head coach Jim Tressel and helped the team 
capture the Division I-AA National Championship in 1997. 


Priefer began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at Navy in 1994, instructing special 
teams that season before coaching linebackers and defensive line from 1995-96. He also coached 
special teams and served as defensive coordinator for Navy’s junior varsity team from 1995-96. 

A QB and WR on Navy's junior varsity and lightweight teams from 1985-88, Priefer flew helicopters 
as a Naval officer for five years (1989-94) after his graduation. His work included tours of duty on 


USS America in the Persian Gulf and the Mediterranean Sea. 


Priefer earned a bachelor’s degree from the U.S. Naval Academy in 1989 and received a master’s 
degree from Maryland in 1997. 


Priefer was born in Cleveland and graduated from high school in Green Bay, Wis. 


His father, Chuck, was a longtime college and NFL coach, including a special teams coach with the 
Chargers and Lions.

James Campen joined the Browns after 20 years with the Green Bay Packers - 15 as a coach and 
five as a player. 


Campen was promoted to run game coordinator/offensive line coach in 2018 and oversaw the 
Packers offensive line since 200%. Prior to that, Campen filled the role of assistant offensive line/ 
quality control coach for two seasons (2004-05). During his tenure as a coach with Green Bay, the 
Packers averaged 25.5 points per game, third most in the NFL during that span. In Campen’s 11 
seasons as offensive line coach, the Packers ranked top 10 in the league in scoring nine times and 
finished in the top 10 in total offense in eight seasons. He helped six Packers offensive linemen 
(T Chad Clifton, C Scott Wells, G Josh Sitton, C Jeff Saturday, T David Bakhtiari and G T.J. Lang) earn 
Pro Bowl recognition since 2010, the only team in the league to have six different members of 
the offensive line selected over that span. Bakhtiari was a first team All-Pro selection in 2018 
and earned second team honors from 2016-17. Sitton earned first team All-Pro honors in 2014 and 
second team honors in 2013 and 2015. He helped the Packers win Super Bowl XLV. Campen’s units 
blocked for Pro Football Hall of Fame QB Brett Favre and QB Aaron Rodgers, who set numerous 
Green Bay and NFL records. Rodgers was the NFL MVP in 2011 and 2014. 
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Campen began his coaching career as defensive coordinator at his prep alma mater, Ponderosa 
High School in Shingle Springs, Calif. After four seasons, he was named head coach and went 
29-20-1 over the next five years competing in the Sierra Valley Conference, one of the most 
competitive high school leagues in the state. 


As a player, Campen broke into the league as an undrafted center signed by the New Orleans 
Saints out of Tulane. He appeared in 67 career games with the Saints (1987-88) and Packers 
(1989-93) with 45 starts.

Adam Henry was named wide receivers coach on Jan. le, 2018. He has 22 years of experience as a 
coach with 13 on the college level and nine in the NEL. 


In his first season with the Browns, Henry helped Jarvis Landry to a Pro Bowl selection and the 
third-most receptions by a Browns wide receiver in a season (81). Henry also helped develop 
rookie Antonio Callaway, who led the team and finished tied for third among all NFL rookies with 
five receiving touchdowns. In addition to Callaway, Landry and Rashard Higgins each recorded 
four touchdowns, marking the second time the Browns had three receivers score at least four 
touchdowns in a season since 1955. 


Prior to the Browns, Henry spent two seasons (2016-17) as the Giants wide receivers coach. In 2016, 
Odell Beckham Jr. registered a career-high 101 receptions for 1,367 yards and 10 touchdowns. His 
reception total was the second-highest in Giants history and his yardage total was third. Sterling 
Shepard finished second among all NFL rookies with 65 receptions. 


Henry was San Francisco's wide receivers coach in 2015. He worked with veteran Anquan Boldin, 
who finished with 69 catches for 789 yards and four touchdowns. 


Prior to San Francisco, Henry was the wide receivers coach at Louisiana State University for three 
seasons (2012-14). Henry helped develop two of the most successful receivers in school history 
in Beckham and Landry. In 2013, Beckham and Landry became the first pair of receivers in school 
history to finish with more than 1,000 yards in the same season. The two, along with James Wright, 
were all selected in the 2014 NFL Draft, making LSU the only school to have three receivers picked 
that year. 


Henry spent five seasons with the Raiders. He spent his first two seasons (2007-08) as offensive 
quality control coach and the next three (2009-11) as tight ends coach. Henry helped the 
development of Zach Miller, who became the first tight end in franchise history to lead the team 
in receiving for three consecutive years. Miller earned a Pro Bowl selection following the 2010 
Season. 
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Prior to the Raiders, Henry spent 10 years coaching at his alma mater, McNeese State. He spent 
nine seasons (1997-05) as wide receivers coach before being promoted to assistant head coach/ 
offensive coordinator for 2006. 


As a wide receiver at McNeese State, Henry earned all-conference honors and finished his career 
with 93 receptions for 1,690 yards and 16 touchdowns en route to being enshrined in the McNeese 
Sports Hall of Fame in 2017.

Al Holcomb was named the Browns run game coordinator/linebackers coach on Jan. 18, 2019. This 
marks Holcomb’s 11th season coaching in the NFL and 25th overall as a coach. 


Holcomb spent 2018 as Arizona’s defensive coordinator following five seasons (2013-17) as 
Carolina’s linebackers coach. Under his guidance, linebackers Luke Kuechly and Thomas Davis 
became one of the best linebacker duos in the NFL. Kuechly was named NFL Defensive Player of 
the Year in 2013, was chosen to five consecutive Pro Bowls and was named first team All-Pro four 
times. He also led the NFL with 153 tackles in 2014. Davis made three consecutive Pro Bowls and 
was named first team All-Pro in 2015. He reached the 100-tackle plateau in four of five seasons 
under Holcomb. The pair also excelled off the field as Kuechly was selected as the 2017 Art Rooney 
Sportsmanship Award winner, while Davis was named the 2014 NFL Walter Payton Man of the Year. 
In 2015, he helped the Panthers advance to Super Bowl 50. 


Holcomb joined the Panthers in 2013 after four seasons (2009-12) with the New York Giants, 
where he worked as a defensive assistant (2009-10) and defensive quality control coach (2011- 
12). He helped the Giants win Super Bowl XLVI. 


Holcomb participated in the NFL’s minority internship program during minicamp and training camp 
in 2007 with the New York Jets. 


Prior to working in the NFL, Holcomb spent 14 seasons as an assistant coach on the college 
level. He was the defensive line coach at Lafayette for three seasons (2006-08), tutoring five 
different defensive linemen to All-Patriot League honors. He worked as the defensive coordinator 
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and defensive backs coach at Kutztown University (2004-05) in addition to being the interim head 
coach in the winter of 2005 after spending six years (1998-03) at Bloomsburg University as the 
linebackers coach and special teams coordinator. 





He began his coaching career at Temple as a graduate assistant in 1995 working with the 
linebackers before serving as linebackers coach, assistant track coach and physical education 
instructor at Colby College in 1997.

Most of the entries submitted 
wanted the name Browns because the extremely popular Paul Brown was the team’s head coach. = 
Coach Brown thought it wouldn’t be proper to name the team after him, and the entry “Panthers” was me 
selected. A few weeks later, a man approached McBride and said he owned a semi-pro team in the = 
1920s called the Cleveland Panthers and he still owned the rights to the name. = 
McBride could have bought the man off, but Brown vetoed the idea. The coach didn’t want the new 
team to be associated with a losing franchise. Instead of holding a new contest, Brown reluctantly 
agreed on the name “The Browns.”

Lilly soent 2018 at the University of Tennessee as the assistant to the head coach following a one- 
year stint (2016) as the Los Angeles Rams tight ends coach. With the Rams, he helped TE Lance 
Kendricks record a career-high 50 receptions. 


Before joining the Rams, Lilly coached tight ends at the University of Georgia from 2008-15. During 
his eight seasons at UGA, the Bulldogs won 74 games, including five bowl victories and two SEC 
East titles. Lilly was part of several record-setting seasons: 7/2 touchdowns in 2012, 484.14 yards 
per game in 2013 and 41.3 points per game in 2014. He also helped shape future NFL draft picks 
Orson Charles (fourth round) and Arthur Lynch (fifth round). Charles, a current Brown, set the 
school record for receiving yards by a tight end with 1,370. Lilly also served as the Bulldogs’ interim 
offensive coordinator during their bowl games following the 2014 and 2015 seasons, calling the 
plays during a 37-14 win over Louisville in the 2014 Belk Bowl and in a 24-17 victory over Penn State 
in the 2016 Tax Slayer Bowl.

Lyvonia “Stump” Mitchell was named the Browns run game coordinator/running backs coach on 
Jan. 14, 2019. Mitchell joined the Browns after spending the past two seasons as the Jets running 
backs coach. He played running back in the NFL for nine seasons and has coached in the NFL for 
1/7 seasons. 


Mitchell has served as running backs coach with the New York Jets (2017-18), Arizona (2013- 
16), Washington (2008-09) and Seattle (1999-07). Under Mitchell, four different backs -—- Ricky 
Watters (1999-00), Shaun Alexander (2001-05), Clinton Portis (2008) and David Johnson (2016) 
gained 1,000 rushing yards in a season, while Andre Ellington produced 1,000 scrimmage yards in 
each of his first two NFL seasons (2013-14). 


He has helped his backs find the end zone as Alexander (five times) and Johnson (twice) produced 
10 or more scrimmage touchdowns in a season multiple times. Alexander set an NFL record with 
28 scores in 2005 and Johnson led the league with 20 in 2016. In addition to numerous running 
backs, Mitchell has also helped two fullbacks earn Pro Bowl selections in Mack Strong and Mike 
Sellers. 


On the collegiate level, Mitchell has served as head coach at Southern (2010-12) and Morgan State 
(1996-98). He was also the offensive coordinator at Morgan State in 1995. 


Mitchell began his coaching career developing the running backs for the San Antonio Rough Riders 


of the World League of American Football in 1991. He spent two seasons (1993-94) as the head 
coach at Casa Grande High School (Ari.) and led the team to the state playoffs in his second year. 
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A ninth-round selection in the 1981 NFL Draft, Mitchell played nine years with the Cardinals (1981- 
89) and one season with the Chiefs (1991). He still ranks in the top three in Cardinals history in 
rushing yards (second), rushing average (second), kickoff return yards (second) and punt return 
yards (third). Off the field, Mitchell earned recognition as the Chuck Drulis Award winner for 
community service in 1982 and as the team’s Byron “Whizzer” White Humanitarian Award finalist 
in 1984 for his work in the community. 


A four-year player and three-year starter at running back for The Citadel, Mitchell set school 
records for rushing yards in a season and for a career. As a senior in 1980, he finished with the 
second-most rushing yards in the country and was named an All-American, Southern Conference 
Player of the Year and South Carolina Amateur Athlete of the Year.

John Parrella enters his first season with the Browns in 2019. In addition to 10 years of experience 
as a coach, he played 12 seasons in the NFL as a defensive tackle. 


Parrella spent 2018 developing professional football hopefuls at The Spring League, an elite 
development league and scouting showcase for professional football talent. 


Parrella spent two years (2016-17) coaching the defensive line at his alma mater Nebraska. In his 
first season leading Nebraska’s defensive line, the front combined for 185 tackles, 17 sacks and 
35 tackles for loss and was part of a defense that ranked in the top 35 nationally in total defense 
and scoring defense. He had two players earn honorable mention Big Ten honors. 


Prior to Nebraska, Parrella spent two seasons (2014-15) in the same capacity at Northern Michigan 
and served as an assistant coach at Chabot Junior College in Hayward, Calif. in 2013. While at 
Chabot, the school won the Golden Gate Conference and the Top of the State Bowl, capturing the 
Central Division Championship. 


Parrella got his start coaching at the high school level from 2008-12 at Valley Christian High 
School in Dublin, Calif. Parrella started the varsity program and guided the team to four straight 
North Coast Section Division IV playoff appearances. 


As a defensive tackle at Nebraska from 1988-92, Parrella was an All-Big Eight selection and a 
three-year letter winner. He was a team captain during his senior season and was also a member 
of three Big Eight title teams during his career. In 1992, he was second on the team with 7/7 
tackles, including 11.5 tackles for loss and five sacks, earning first team all-conference honors. 
Parrella was also the 1992 Nebraska Lifter of the Year and was inducted into the Nebraska Football 
Hall of Fame in 2OO1. He earned his degree in child, youth and family sciences. 
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A second-round pick by the Buffalo Bills in 1993, Parrella started 111 of 1/72 career games from 
1993-04. He totaled 407 tackles, 26.5 sacks, 21 pass breakups, six forced fumbles and three 
fumble recoveries. He was a member of three teams that appeared in the Super Bowl during 
his career, including one with the Bills (XXVIII), San Diego Chargers (XXIX) and Oakland Raiders 
(XXXVIT).

In his three seasons at Oklahoma, the Sooners won the Big le 
conference championship every year. QB Baker Mayfield won the 201? Heisman Trophy and was 
the No. 1 overall pick by the Browns in the 2018 NFL Draft. 


He finished his career completing 732 
of 1,174 passes for 9,129 yards, 67 touchdowns and 28 interceptions. He also had 34/ carries for 
910 yards and 16 scores.

Tettleton is a native of Norman, Okla. His father, Mickey, was a Major League Baseball player and 
hit 245 home runs during his 13-year career.

DeWayne Walker was named defensive backs coach on Jan. 19, 2017. Walker has 13 years of NFL 
coaching experience. 


In 2018, Walker helped develop first round pick Denzel Ward, who became just the sixth Browns 
rookie to be selected to the Pro Bowl. In Week 1, Ward became the first NFL rookie to record 
multiple interceptions in a season-opening game since 1984. He finished tied for second among 
all NFL rookies in interceptions (three) and passes defensed (14). The Browns finished second in 
the NFL with 31 takeaways and tied for fifth with 17 interceptions, led by DB Damarious Randall 
(four). 


Walker was pivotal to the Browns secondary in 2018, with the DBs ranking second in the NEL in 
passes defensed (46) and interceptions (13), collectively. He also saw rookie CB Denzel Ward earn 
a trip to the Pro Bowl, accruing 53 tackles, three interceptions, 11 pass breakups, two fumble 
recoveries and one forced fumble. 


In his first season with the Browns, the defense made significant improvements in many 
categories. The Browns, who finished 3lst in the NFL in both total defense and rushing defense in 
2016, ranked 14th in total defense and seventh in rushing defense in 2017. 


Prior to the Browns, Walker served as defensive backs coach with Jacksonville for four seasons 
(2013-16). In 2016, Walker was tasked with the development of first-round pick Jalen Ramsey and 
helped him become the first rookie in franchise history to record an interception in back-to-back 
games and the first to return an interception for a touchdown. Walker also helped Davon House 
register a team-record 23 passes defensed in 2015. In 2013, the Jaguars started three rookie 
defensive backs and Johnathan Cyprien led all rookie defensive backs with 98 tackles. 
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Walker also served as secondary coach with the New York Giants (2002-03) before spending the 
2004-05 seasons in the same role with Washington. In 2005, the Redskins led the NFL in lowest 
opponent completion percentage (54.4) and ranked tied for second in fewest touchdown passes 
allowed (15). He helped develop 2005 first-round pick Carlos Rogers and worked with veteran 
Shawn Springs, who in 2004 became the first cornerback in NFL history to lead his team in sacks 
(five) and interceptions (six) in the same season. 


From 1998-00, Walker served as assistant secondary coach in New England under Pete Carroll and 
Bill Belichick. Walker helped Ty Law and Lawyer Milloy to Pro Bowl appearances during his tenure 
and saw Law earn a spot in the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 2019. 


Walker participated in the NFL’s minority coaching internship program, working with the San 
Francisco 49ers in 1996 and the Patriots in 1997. 


On the college level, he served as the head coach at New Mexico State from 2009-12 following 
three years at UCLA as defensive coordinator. Walker also spent 2001 as the associate head 
coach/secondary coach at USC and spent time at California (1996-97), Oklahoma State (1995), 
Brigham Young (1994) and Utah State (1993). Walker began his coaching career in 1988 at Mt. San 
Antonio College, serving as the defensive backs coach for four seasons and defensive coordinator 
for one. 


As a corner at the University of Minnesota, Walker played for the CFL’s Edmonton Eskimos in 1982 
and spent two seasons (1983-84) playing in the USFL. In 1992, he graduated from Regents College 


with a bachelor’s degree in liberal arts.

Joe Whitt is in his 13th season in the NFL and first with the Browns as the team’s pass game 
coordinator/secondary coach. Whitt spent the past 11 years with the Green Bay Packers, where he 
helped the team win Super Bowl XLV. 


Whitt came to the Browns after serving as the Packers defense-pass game coordinator in 2018. 
Prior to his promotion last season, Whitt was the team’s secondary/cornerbacks coach from 
2009-17. During that time, he coached the Packers to a league-high 1/6 interceptions and a No. 
9 ranking in opponent passer rating (83.2). In the same span, the Packers also ranked No. 7 in 
opponent completion percentage (59.8) and No. 7 in touchdown-to-interception ratio (1.34). He 
also saw CBs Tramon Williams (18) and Sam Shields (15) combine for 33 interceptions from 2010- 
14, the most in the league during that time between two teammates. Whitt helped Williams and 
Shields earn Pro Bowl selections. 


In 2009, Whitt coached veteran CB Charles Woodson to NFL Defensive Player of the Year honors 
from The Associated Press. Woodson earned three consecutive Pro Bowl nods under Whitt from 
2009-11. Also during his time with the Packers, Whitt was instrumental in the development of 
current Browns S Damarious Randall. A first-round selection by Green Bay in 2015, Randall tied for 
second among all NFL rookies with three interceptions. In 2012, he guided CB Casey Hayward to 
the All-Rookie Team by Pro Football Weekly/PFWA, becoming the first Green Bay CB to earn a spot 
on the team. Hayward also finished third in voting for the NFL Defensive Rookie of the Year by The 
Associated Press. 


In Whitt’s first three seasons as cornerbacks coach, the Packers led the NFL in interceptions 
twice (2001 and 2009) and posted 85 total picks. It was the most by the Packers over a three- 
year period since 1943-45 (95) and the most by an NFL team since the Minnesota Vikings and San 
Francisco 49ers each posted 86 from 1986-88. 
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Whitt went to Green Bay in 2008 as a defensive quality control coach after spending 2007 with 
the Atlanta Falcons as an assistant defensive backs coach. He broke into the NFL coaching ranks 
after a five-year stint in college football with The Citadel (2002) and Louisville (2003-06). 


Whitt played collegiately at Auburn as a walk-on wide receiver and eventually earned a scholarship. 
After several injuries, he transitioned into a student assistant coach for his final two years of 
school and graduated in 2001 with a degree in communications. 


A native of Auburn, Ala., he and his wife, Ericka, have a son, Joseph Barrington, and two daughters, 
Ava Jeneé and Zoé Jade.

Eliot Wolf was named Assistant General Manager on January 10, 2018. Wolf spent the 14 seasons 
prior with the Green Bay Packers, most recently as director of football operations. 


During his time in Green Bay, the Packers earned 10 trips to the playoffs, seven NFC North division 
titles and a victory in Super Bowl XLV. From 2004-17, Green Bay ranked among the NFL leaders in 
points per game (third with 25.6) and wins (fourth with 224).

Chris Cooper is in his sixth season with the Browns and second as vice president of football 
administration. Cooper, who is in his 12th season in the NFL, initially joined the club as director of 
football administration in 2014. 


In his role, Cooper works closely with General Manager John Dorsey, as well as the coaching and 
player personnel departments, to reach and execute player contracts, manage the team’s salary 
cap and oversee areas related to the Browns’ relationship with the NFL and NFLPA. 


Cooper has played a key role in the team’s efforts to build its roster, including negotiating 
contracts with players and their representatives for rookies, free agents and members of the 
active roster. He was highly involved in the Browns’ ability to reach long-term contract extensions 
with WR Jarvis Landry (2018), OL Joel Bitonio (2017) and LB Christian Kirksey (2017). Cooper also 
played a pivotal role in the Browns inking five unrestricted free agents in 2019.

Alonzo Highsmith was named vice president of player personnel on January 10, 2018. Highsmith 
played six seasons in the NFL and spent 19 seasons in the Green Bay Packers player personnel 
department prior to joining the Browns.

Working closely with assistants Shone Gipson, Gordon Williams, Anthony Trem, Pat Rock and 
Stefan Varner, Sheehan is responsible for managing the day-to-day care of Browns players in 
coordination with team physicians. Sheehan also oversees the team’s strength, conditioning and 
nutritional efforts. He and his staff work synonymously with the club’s strength and conditioning 
staff and performance dietician, creating a true team approach to the overall care of Browns 
players. Additionally, Sheehan oversees the club’s security and player development departments. 


Sheehan previously spent one year (2008) as the coordinator of athletic training and sports 
medicine at the University of Arkansas. With the Razorbacks, Sheehan coordinated and managed 
the medical care for more than 450 student-athletes competing in 19 intercollegiate sports. He 
also served as the lead athletic trainer for the school’s football team.

In this role, he serves in a variety of off-field capacities with the club and in the community. Brown 
previously was as an executive advisor with the team, a position he held through 2010. 


Cleveland’s No. 1 draft choice in 1957 from Syracuse, Brown starred in both football and lacrosse 
during his collegiate career. He went on to fulfill a storied NFL career, which included leading 
the NFL in rushing during eight of his nine seasons. He appeared in nine consecutive Pro Bowls 
and was named the NFL’s MVP three times (1957, 1958 and 1965). Brown owns team records for 
most combined net yards (15,459), career rushing yards (12,312), most points in one season (126), 
career TDs (126), rushing TDs (106), most consecutive games scoring a TD (10) and most 1,000 
yard seasons (seven). 


Brown’s No. 32 was retired by the club and he was inducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 
1971. A statue of his likeness was unveiled outside the southeast corner of FirstEnergy Stadium 
in 2O16. 


Brown is active with his Amer-I-Can Program, which works in schools, prisons and communities 
across the country. Born on Feb. 17, 1936, in St. Simons, Ga., Brown and his wife, Monique, live in 
California with their two children.

BROWNS BROTHERS 


There are four sets of brothers that have appeared in regular-season games for the Browns: 


JERRY BALL and ANTHONY MALBROUGH (half-brothers) 

Jerry Ball played DT for the Browns in 1993, appearing in all 16 games and making seven starts. Ball 
finished with 43 tackles and three sacks during his year in Cleveland. Ball later returned to the Browns 
at the end of his 13-year career in 1999 and recorded three starts, one tackle and one sack. His half- 
brother Anthony Malbrough played DB for Cleveland during the 2QO0 season, starting in one of his nine 
games played and recording 15 tackles. 


PRESTON and LEW CARPENTER 

Preston Carpenter played his first four NFL seasons (1956-59) for the Browns, spending his rookie 
season in the backfield and his remaining three years as a WR. As a rookie, Preston ran for 756 yards 
on 188 carries. Over the next three seasons, he amassed 80 receptions for 1,244 yards and five TDs. 
Preston played the first 48 of 149 career games with the Cleveland. His brother, Lew, played RB for the 
Browns during the 1957 and 1958 seasons, totaling 623 yards rushing and six TDs on 153 attempts 
over the two-year span. 


JIM and LIN HOUSTON 

The Houston Brothers, Jim and Lin, both played their entire careers for the Cleveland Browns. Jim 
tallied 177 games played at LB from 1960-72, and racked up 278 return yards and three TDs on 14 
interceptions. His brother, Lin, played offensive line for Cleveland from 1950-53, finishing his four-year 
career with 47 games played. 


ED and DICK MODZELEWSKI 

Dick Modzelewski finished his 14-year career in Cleveland, played DT in 42 games for the Browns 
from 1964 to 1966. Dick finished with 180 career games played, and went on to serve as the Browns 
defensive coordinator in 1976 and 1977. His brother, Ed, played RB for the Browns from 1955-1959 (56 
games). Ed totaled 1,097 and eight TDs on 311 carries, while also adding 27 receptions, 168 receiving 
yards and three TD catches as a Brown. In addition, Cleveland, the Modzelewski brothers also both 
played for the University of Maryland. 


JOSH and LUKE MCCOWN 

Luke McCown was drafted by the Browns in the fourth round (106th overall) of the 2004 NFL Draft. 
As a rookie, Luke played in five games, starting four and throwing for 608 yards and four TDs. His 
brother, Josh, was signed as a free agent by the Browns in the spring of 2015 and started 11 games 
from 2015-16. 
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Spent Weeks 4-7 on the Browns’ practice squad before being elevated to the active roster 
prior to Week 8...Placed on injured reserve on Dec. 8, 2018 after injuring his shoulder. 


Played in the final two games of the 201/ season, starting the season finale, for Oakland 
after spending the first 15 weeks on the team’s practice squad...Signed with the Raiders as an 
undrafted free agent following the 2017 NFL Draft.

BROWNS VS. AAFC ALL-STARS oo 
In its four years of existence, the All-America Football Conference (AAFC) was dominated by the Browns en 
as Cleveland won the league’s championship every year and was named lifetime champions. In 1949, = 
the final year of the AAFC, the Browns took part in an additional exhibition after being crowned league 
champions. 
Six games after defeating the San Francisco 49ers and winning the league title, Cleveland took on the 
AAFC All-Stars in Houston, Texas. Named the Shamrock Charity Bowl All-Star Game, the contest was the 
creation of “Diamond” Glenn McCarthy, a Houston oil tycoon and huge football fan who hoped his city 
would be able to land an expansion team in the new and improved NEL. eo 
The Browns all-star opponents featured rookie quarterback sensation Y.A. Tittle, who played for the S 
Colts but would later go on to haunt the Browns in the early 1960s with the New York Giants, 49ers - 
FB Joe Perry and HBs Buddy Young and Tom Landry of the New York Yankees. All but Young are in the 
Pro Football Hall of Fame. 
Less than a week off of winning the AAFC title, 12,000 fans in attendance watched the Browns fall to 
the league’s All-Stars, 12-7, in cold and rainy conditions. The contest marked the first game in the city’s 
history that featured integrated players and fans as the Browns had the first two African-American 
players of the modern era in Hall of Famer FB Marion Motley and OL Bill Willis and later added P Horace 
Gillom. = 
In the following year, the Browns, the 49ers and the Baltimore Colts joined the NFL after the AAFC = 
disbanded, making the exhibition the final game in the league’s short history. In their first year in the 
NFL, the Browns went on to win their fifth consecutive championship.

BROWNS COMPENSATORY PICK HISTORY 


The Browns have been awarded 13 compensatory draft picks in team history. The 2O1/ NFL Draft 
marked the first year that compensatory selections could be traded to other teams. The Browns were 
awarded no compensatory picks for the 2019 NFL Draft. 


Under the rules for compensatory draft selections, a team losing more or better compensatory free 
agents than it acquires in the previous year is eligible to receive compensatory draft picks. The number 
of picks a team receives equals the net loss of compensatory free agents up to a maximum of four. 
Compensatory free agents are determined by a formula based on salary, playing time and postseason 
honors. The formula was developed by the NFL Management Council. Not every free agent lost or 
signed by a club is covered by this formula.

The Cleveland Browns kicked off the 2018 season with a tie against the Pittsburgh 
Steelers, 21-21. In the first tie for the Browns since 1989, the team’s defense forced 
six turnovers for the first time since 2010. Rookie DB Denzel Ward became the first 
Browns DB to secure two interceptions in his NFL debut since 1971 (Clarence Scott). 
Browns DL Myles Garrett forced a career-best two fumbles, while matching career- 
best marks in tackles (six) and sacks (two). Following a scoreless first quarter, 
Steelers RB James Conner culminated a 10-play, 88-yard scoring drive ending ina 
four-yard touchdown run. After the 7-0 halftime break, Browns QB Tyrod Taylor led 
Cleveland on an opening-half possession that he ended with a 20-yard touchdown 
run by him, tying the game at 7-7. Pittsburgh answered as QB Ben Roethlisberger 
found WR Antonio Brown for a 22-yard touchdown pass on the ensuing possession. 
After forcing the Browns to punt, Conner found the end zone again for his second 
score of the game, giving the Steelers their largest lead of the game, 21-7. After 
recovering the team’s second fumble of the game, Browns RB Carlos Hyde punched 
in a one-yard score. Before the final whistle of regulation, Taylor found WR Josh 
Gordon for a 17-yard strike with 1:58 remaining in regulation to tie the game, 21-el. 
In the OT period, each team exchanged possessions with punts, before the Steelers 
put together an eight-play, 31-yard drive to set up a K Chris Boswell game-winning 
field goal attempt, but Boswell’s try missed to the left. Following a Cleveland punt, 
Roethlisberger was strip-sacked by LB Genard Avery on the following possession. 
The ensuing Browns K Zane Gonzalez game-winning field goal attempt was blocked 
by Steelers LB TJ Watt, forcing the teams to tie, 21-el.

K Zane Gonzalez opened 
the scoring for the Browns with his first of two 39-yard, first-half field goals. However, 
Saints K Wil Lutz provided an equalizing field goal on the ensuing possession. At the 
half, the Browns went into the locker room with a 6-3 lead. New Orleans punted on 
the opening possession of the second half, as RB Carlos Hyde capped a 1e-play, 79- 
yard drive with a one-yard rushing touchdown.

Lutz made from 44 yards out with 0:21 remaining. Taylor found Browns WR Jarvis 
Landry for a 25-yard reception, followed by a 16-yard catch from Callaway to set-up 
the game-tying field goal for Cleveland, but Gonzalez missed the attempt wide right.

The Cleveland Browns defeated the New York Jets on Thursday Night Football, 21- 
17, securing the team’s first win since Week 16 of the 2016 season. Browns rookie 
QB Baker Mayfield entered the game prior to the end of the first half due to an 
injury suffered by QB Tyrod Taylor, propelling Cleveland to 14 unanswered points and 
a fourth-quarter touchdown en route to a victory. Mayfield finished the game with 
17 completions on 23 attempts for 201 yards, scoring on the receiving end of a two- 
point conversion attempt thrown by WR Jarvis Landry. Landry added eight receptions 
for 103 yards, his best single-game showing as a Brown. Following a scoreless first 
quarter, Jets RB Isaiah Crowell opened the scoring for New York, rushing in from 
seven yards out four seconds into the second quarter. After a Cleveland punt on the 
ensuing possession, Crowell scored for the second time of the evening from two 
yards out, capping a 10-play, 63-yard touchdown drive. Down 14-0, and following the 
Taylor injury, Mayfield entered the game and led the Browns on a six-play, 39-yard 
drive for a 45-yard field goal from newly-acquired K Greg Joseph. The Jets took their 
14-3 lead into the intermission. Following a strip forced fumble by Browns DB Denzel 
Ward of Jets WR Robby Anderson, Joseph connected on his second field goal, this 
time from 27 yards out to draw the Browns within one score. Before the final whistle 
of the third quarter, Browns RB Carlos Hyde capped a 69-yard scoring drive with a 
goal-line plunge from one yard out. The ensuing two-point conversion attempt was 
successful, as Landry’s end around pass found Mayfield in the corner of the end 
zone. Jets K Jason Myers ended Cleveland’s 14-point burst with a field goal from 
28 yards out, giving Cleveland the ball back with 8:55 remaining in regulation. On 
the next drive, Hyde scored his second one-yard touchdown rush of the game to 
end a 15-play drive, giving the Browns their first lead of the contest. On a third- 
down attempt, LB Joe Schobert intercepted Jets QB Sam Darnold’s pass. Following 
a Browns punt, Darnold threw his second pick of the game, as DB Terrance Mitchell 
picked off his sixth career interception to secure the win for Cleveland.

The Cleveland Browns fell to the Oakland Raiders, 45-42, in the team’s second 
overtime game of the season. Though leading by 14 points midway through the 
fourth quarter, the Browns allowed the Raiders to score 21 fourth-quarter points 
and the eventual game-winning field goal in the overtime period. Rookie QB Baker 
Mayfield, in his first career NFL start, threw for 295 yards and two touchdowns on el 
completions. Fellow rookie, RB Nick Chubb, rushed for 105 yards and a pair of scores 
on just three carries, a franchise rookie record. DBs E.J. Gaines and Damarious 
Randall each had an interception, giving the Browns 13 takeaways through the first 
four games of the season for the first time since 1989. RB Carlos Hyde also scored 
on the ground for a league-best fifth time this season. Following an exchange of 
punts to begin the game, Mayfield’s second drive ended in an interception returned 
for a touchdown by Oakland DB Gareon Conley. Down, 7-0, the Browns rallied by 
scoring 17 unanswered points before the end of the first half. A field goal from K 
Greg Joseph with two minutes remaining in the first quarter got Cleveland on the 
board, along with a 63-yard score by Chubb. Following an Oakland missed field goal, 
Mayfield found TE Darren Fells for a 49-yard passing score, capping a four-play, 7O- 
yard drive. Mayfield’s connection with Fells was his first career touchdown pass. 
The Browns’ ensuing two-point conversion attempt was successful, as RB Duke 
Johnson Jr. ran around the left end to put the Browns ahead by 10 points. However, 
the Raiders answered with a receiving score from WR Amari Cooper, leading to the 
halftime score of 17-14 in favor of Cleveland. The Browns scored on each of their 
first two drives in the second half, with a Joseph field goal and a WR Jarvis Landry 
touchdown reception, the first in his Browns career. After two fumbles and three 
punts on five possessions, the Raiders scored 13 unanswered points to take a 34- 
28 lead with less than 11 minutes remaining in regulation. Returning the favor, Hyde 
capped a seven-play, 7/-yard drive with a one-yard rushing score after WR Antonio 
Callaway’s 59-yard reception to set it up. Later, Chubb scored again with a 41-yard 
touchdown before Oakland put together a six-play, 53-yard scoring drive with a 
touchdown pass to TE Jared Cook from QB Derek Carr. The Raiders converted the 
two-point conversion attempt with a WR Jordy Nelson catch, taking the game into 
overtime, 42-42. Raiders K Matt McCrane missed his first field goal attempt on the 
team’s first possession, but after forcing a Browns punt on the following drive, he 
redeemed himself and connected on a 29-yard attempt to secure Oakland’s first 
win of the season.

The Cleveland Browns defeated the Baltimore Ravens in overtime, le-9, the 
franchise’s first win on a Sunday since 2015. With the win, Cleveland advanced to 
2-2-1 on the season, the team’s best start to a season since 2014 (3-2). Browns 
rookie QB Baker Mayfield threw for 342 yards on 25 completions and a touchdown. 
The 342 yards in a single game are the second most by a Browns rookie in franchise 
history. After a Mayfield pick on Cleveland’s first offensive drive, Baltimore capped 
a four-play drive with a 44-yard field goal by K Justin Tucker to give the Ravens the 
early 3-0 lead. The three-point lead was Baltimore’s only lead of the contest. With 
40 seconds before the halftime whistle, Mayfield found WR Rashard Higgins for 
Higgins’ first score of the 2018 season. Each team notched on a field goal in the 
third quarter, with Browns K Greg Joseph and Tucker connecting from 35 yards and 
25 yards out, respectively. Later, Tucker would register his third field goal of the 
contest, this time from 32-yarder, to draw the score at 9-9. In the Browns’ third 
overtime game of the year, each team exchanged punts after the Browns took 
the ball to start the overtime period. Getting the ball at the Cleveland 16 yard line, 
Mayfield orchestrated a seven-play, 65-yard drive to set up Joseph for a 37-yard 
game winner.

The Cleveland Browns fell to the Los Angeles Chargers, 38-14, for the second time 
in aS many seasons, at FirstEnergy Stadium. Led by RB Melvin Gordon III's three 
rushing touchdowns and WR Tyrell Williams’ two receiving touchdowns, the Chargers 
scored five total times and collected 449 yards of total offense. Browns QB Baker 
Mayfield accounted for 238 yards on 22 completions, adding a fourth-quarter 
touchdown to TE David Njoku. K Greg Joseph connected on two second-quarter field 
goals and Mayfield found WR Antonio Callaway on a successful two-point conversion 
attempt to account for Cleveland’s 14 points. The Browns have now successfully 
converted four two-point conversion attempts on the season, the first time that 
a Browns team has had four in a single season since 1994. After Gordon III's first 
rushing touchdown in the first quarter, Joseph connected on a 33-yard field goal 
less than three minutes into the second frame to give the Browns their first points. 
Los Angeles tallied on Williams’ two receiving touchdowns, before Joseph hit his 
second field goal of the game, this time from 28 yards out. At the half, the score 
was 21-6, in favor of the Chargers. Out of the intermission, Gordon III had his final 
two out of three total rushing touchdowns, giving the Bolts their largest lead of 
the game (29 points) through three quarters of play. In the fourth quarter, Mayfield 
orchestrated a seven-play, 42-yard drive that was capped by Njoku’s touchdown. K 
Michael Badgley made a 44-yard field goal with four minutes remaining to finalize 
the score, 38-14.

In Cleveland’s fourth overtime game of the season, the Browns fell on the road to 
the Tampa Bay Buccaneers, 26-23. The overtime matchup tied a franchise record 
for overtime games in a season. Despite scoring two touchdowns in the fourth 
quarter and overcoming a 14-point halftime deficit, the Browns fell to 2-4-1 on the 
season when Buccaneers K Chandler Catanzaro made a 59-yard field goal in extra 
time. Browns QB Baker Mayfield completed 23 of 34 passes for 215 yards and two 
touchdowns. WR Jarvis Landry paced Cleveland’s offense by setting a season-high 
mark of 10 receptions and accounted for 97 yards. Landry also caught his second 
touchdown of the season. The Browns forced four turnovers against the Buccaneers, 
advancing their season mark to 20 takeaways. Browns P Britton Colquitt averaged 
a season-best 51.7 yards per punt, notching a career-long 79 yard punt before the 
end of the first half to pin the Buccaneers at their own one-yard line. On Tampa 
Bay’s opening drive, Browns DL Trevon Coley stopped Bucs RB Peyton Barber in the 
end zone for a safety, opening the afternoon’s scoring. However, Cleveland would 
punt on each of their first six possessions, while Tampa Bay took a 16-2 lead after 
the first half. After the half and down by two touchdowns, Mayfield threw his first 
touchdown pass of the afternoon to TE David Njoku to bring the Browns within one 
score. Tampa Bay answered with RB Ronald Jones’ rushing score from two yards 
out, capping a 13-play, 73-yard series.

The Cleveland Browns fell to the Pittsburgh Steelers, 33-18, at Heinz Field in 
Pittsburgh, Pa. The loss was Cleveland’s first in 2018 division play. The 1-1-1 start 
against division opponents is the club’s best mark through the first three divisional 
games since 2013 (2-1). The Browns opened the game with an ll-play, 66-yard 
scoring drive that was capped by K Greg Joseph’s 34-yard field goal, which was 
Cleveland’s first score on an opening possession this season. Following Browns 
DB Derrick Kindred’s interception, Joseph connected on his second attempt of 
the day from 45 yards out to give the Browns a 6-0 lead at the end of the first 
quarter. Pittsburgh answered early in the second quarter with a 43-yard touchdown 
pass from QB Ben Roethlisberger to WR Antonio Brown.

The Cleveland Browns fell to the Kansas City Chiefs, 37-21, in interim head coach 
Gregg Williams’ first game at the helm. Kansas City scored five touchdowns in their 
first six possessions, with Cleveland natives RB Kareem Hunt and TE Travis Kelce 
each accounting for multiple scores. Browns rookie QB Baker Mayfield threw for 
297 yards on 29 completions and two touchdowns for his third consecutive game 
with multiple passing scores. RB Duke Johnson Jr., who led the Browns in receiving 
in 2O17, tied a career high with nine receptions and accounted for 78 receiving yards 
and two touchdowns. After a Chiefs’ opening-possession touchdown, the Browns 
scored on consecutive drives, both of which were at least 11 plays, to notch a 14-9 
game midway through the second quarter.

The Cleveland Browns defeated the Atlanta Falcons, 28-16, for the team’s third 
home win of the season. Browns QB Baker Mayfield completed each of his first 
13 attempts to begin the game, carrying a perfect passer rating (158.3) into the 
third quarter. Mayfield finished the game with 17 completions for 216 yards and 
a career-best three passing touchdowns, recording his fourth consecutive multi- 
touchdown game. Mayfield finished the contest with a 151.2 rating, the best ever 
by a Browns rookie QB in a single contest. Browns RB Nick Chubb rushed for a 
career-best 176 yards, recording the franchise’s longest run in history on a 92-yard 
score in the third quarter. For the second consecutive week, RB Duke Johnson Jr. 
led the team in receptions, recording four for 31 yards and a touchdown. Following 
an exchange of punts, Mayfield found WR Rashard Higgins for a 28-yard score, his 
second of the season, to give Cleveland an early 7-0 lead following a K Greg Joseph 
PAT. The Falcons answered on the ensuing possession, then again one possession 
later following a Browns interception. With a subsequent WR Julio Jones one-yard 
touchdown reception, Atlanta had their largest lead of the game, 10-7, with a little 
over five minutes remaining in the half. Chubb then put an exclamation point on 
an eight-play, 80-yard scoring drive with a 13-yard receiving touchdown, giving the 
Browns the lead, 14-10, heading into the intermission. Out of the break and after an 
Atlanta fumble, Johnson Jr. caught an ll-yard passing touchdown, Mayfield’s third 
passing score of the game, with 10:27 remaining in the third quarter. After forcing 
Atlanta to punt, Chubb broke free on the second play of the drive for his 92-yard 
rushing score to grant Cleveland their third-straight scoring possession. Following 
Chubb’s third quarter score, the Browns had their largest lead of the game, 28-10. 
Atlanta TE Austin Hooper scored with 4:24 remaining in regulation to draw the final 
score to 28-16.

The Cleveland Browns defeated the Cincinnati Bengals, 35-20, to secure the team’s 
first road win since Week 5 of 2015. The Browns scored touchdowns on all four 
of their first-half possessions and continued the trend into the second half with 
a touchdown on the opening drive of the third quarter. QB Baker Mayfield threw 
for a career-best four touchdowns on 19 completions, along with 258 yards and no 
interceptions. Mayfield’s four touchdown passes broke the franchise’s rookie record 
for most passing touchdowns in a season (17), doing so in just his eighth NFL start. 
The Browns opened the game with Mayfield completing all six of his opening-drive 
pass attempts for 71 yards, which was capped by a rushing touchdown from RB 
Nick Chubb. Following a blocked field goal by DL Myles Garrett, Cleveland capped 
a four-play, 56-yard series with a 13-yard passing touchdown from Mayfield to WR 
Antonio Callaway. On the Browns’ third possession of the game, they amassed a 
le-play, 96-yard touchdown drive, ending with a TE David Njoku six-yard receiving 
score. After DB Damarious Randall recorded his third interception of the season, 
Mayfield found Chubb for the rookie RB’s second score of the half, connecting 
from 14 yards out to give the Browns the team’s largest lead over an opponent this 
season, 28-0. Bengals WR John Ross caught a two-yard touchdown pass before the 
half to cut into Cleveland’s lead. Following the intermission, the Browns capitalized 
on a DL Emmanuel Ogbah fumble recovery, as TE Darren Fells caught Mayfield’s 
fourth scoring pass of the game. Cincinnati rallied for touchdowns on back-to-back 
possessions later in the game, narrowing Cleveland’s lead to two scores. Cleveland’s 
defense ended the game by converting Cincinnati's final two possessions to 
consecutive turnovers on downs, cementing the final score, 35-20.

Despite two second-half red zone touchdowns, the Cleveland Browns fell to the 
Houston Texans, 29-13, on the road in Week 13. Browns QB Baker Mayfield finished 
the game with 397 passing yards and a touchdown, doing most of his work in the 
second half. Mayfield completed 24 of 30 attempts for 351 yards and a touchdown 
in the second half alone. His 351 second-half passing yards were the most by any 
NFL QB since 2016. Houston K Ka’imi Fairbairn converted a Texans field goal on the 
team’s opening possession of the game. Following a Browns punt, Houston scored 
on an ll-yard touchdown reception to TE Jordan Thomas. Midway through the 
second quarter, Texans ILB Zach Cunningham returned a Mayfield interception 38 
yards for a touchdown. After two more Fairbairn field goals, Houston took a 23-0 
lead into the halftime period. Out of the break, Mayfield orchestrated a nine-play, 
75-yard scoring drive, which was capped by a Nick Chubb two-yard touchdown rush 
to put the Browns on the scoreboard. On the scoring drive, Mayfield completed all 
five of his pass attempts for 73 yards to set up Chubb’s club-record seventh rushing 
score of his rookie campaign. Fairbairn added a 53-yard field goal in the third quarter 
and a 38-yard field goal in the fourth quarter to extend Houston’s lead. Toward the 
end of the fourth quarter, Mayfield again put together a nine-play, 75-yard scoring 
drive, ending with a WR Rashard Higgins 17-yard touchdown reception. Following an 
opening-drive incompletion, Mayfield connected on eight consecutive passes for 
all 75 of the possession’s accrued yards. The two second-half touchdowns helped 
Cleveland close the scoring differential gap, leading to the final score of 29-13.

The Cleveland Browns defeated the Carolina Panthers, 26-20, to advance to 
5-7-1 on the season. Cleveland secured their fourth home win, honing the club’s 
second-best winning percentage (643) at home since the team returned in 1999. 
Cleveland’s nine fourth-quarter points propelled the Browns to a come from behind 
victory. Carolina scored on a RB Christian McCaffrey rush to take the early 7-O lead 
on the game’s opening possession. Then, on the Browns’ first offensive play of the 
game, QB Baker Mayfield hit WR Breshad Perriman on a 66-yard reception, leading 
to the team’s first score of the game. WR Jarvis Landry rushed for a three-yard 
touchdown, tying the game up at 7-7 through one quarter of play.

The Cleveland Browns defeated the Cincinnati Bengals, 26-18, in the club’s home 
finale at FirstEnergy Stadium in the 2018 season. Cleveland’s defense kept the 
Bengals scoreless through three quarters, as RB Nick Chubb rushed for 1le yards 
on 19 carries, breaking the franchise’s rookie rushing yard record. Browns QB Baker 
Mayfield completed 27 passes for 284 yards and three TDs, which places the rookie 
at 24 TDs this season, the third-most by an NFL rookie in a season. Following a 
scoreless opening quarter, Browns TE David Njoku caught a three-yard pass from 
Mayfield to open the scoring for the Browns, capping a 13-play, 74-yard drive. After 
forcing a Cincinnati three-and-out, Mayfield tossed another TD pass, his second of 
the game, to TE Darren Fells for the veteran’s third TD this season. K Greg Joseph’s 
extra point hit off of the right up-right, but 10 seconds before halftime, Joseph 
redeemed himself with a 37-yard field goal to take a 16-0 advantage into the break. 
At halftime, the Browns held Cincinnati to minus-15 net passing yards in the first 
half, the first time an NFL team has done so since 2015. On Cleveland’s lone third 
quarter drive, Mayfield connected with WR Rashard Higgins on a 1?-yard TD pass for 
his third passing score of the afternoon. Bengals K Randy Bullock connected ona 
51-yard FG to prevent the shut out of Cincinnati’s offense early in the fourth quarter. 
Joseph matched Bullock’s score with a 3l-yarder of his own, giving the Browns a 
26-3 lead midway through the fourth quarter. Bengals QB Jeff Driskel connected on 
two TD passes in the final five minutes to add 15 points, but it would not be enough 
to prevent the Browns from winning five out of their last six games.

To finish the 2018 season, the Cleveland Browns fell to the Baltimore Ravens, 26- 
24, at M&T Bank Stadium. In the fourth quarter, QB Baker Mayfield recorded his 
third passing touchdown of the game, breaking the NFL rookie record for touchdown 
passes in a season with his 27. On Mayfield’s first pass attempt of the game, Ravens 
CB Jimmy Smith picked off the rookie and Baltimore turned the takeaway into points 
off of a K Justin Tucker 38-yard field goal to take the early 3-0 lead. On the ensuing 
possession, Mayfield completed a 28-yard passing score to WR Breshad Perriman to 
take an early lead, 7-3. Baltimore answered as QB Lamar Jackson rushed in a score 
from 25 yards out to regain the lead, 10-7. Jackson followed suit on the Ravens’ next 
possession, scoring another rushing touchdown, this time from eight yards away. 
Tucker then added another field goal with a little over six minutes remaining in the 
half. Baltimore took a 20-7 lead into halftime, as the Ravens offense scored on each 
of the unit’s first four possessions to start the game. On Cleveland’s first offensive 
possession of the second half, Mayfield faked a shovel pass to RB Duke Johnson Jr. 
and found WR Jarvis Landry for a 48-yard touchdown pass to draw the Browns within 
one score, 20-14. Tucker hit his third field goal of the game midway through the third 
quarter, which was matched by a Browns K Greg Joseph 35-yard field goal early in 
the fourth to keep the game within a six-point differential. Tucker then proceeded 
to connect on his fourth field goal of the game with 7:20 remaining in regulation. On 
the ensuing drive, Mayfield orchestrated a nine-play, 75-yard scoring series, capped 
by the history-making 27th passing touchdown of the season. Mayfield’s throwing 
score to WR Antonio Callaway brought the Browns within two points down the 
stretch. The Browns defense forced Baltimore to a three-and-out, but the Ravens 
prevented a Cleveland rout with a game-clinching interception by ILB C.J. Mosley.

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TEAM HISTORY 


The Cleveland Browns have one of the richest tradi- 
tions in professional football, boasting eight league 
titles, including four NFL championships. In addition, 16 
former Browns have been inducted into the Pro Football 
Hall of Fame in Canton, the ninth-most of any NFL fran- 
chise. 

The Browns were founded in 1945 as a charter mem- 
ber of the All-America Football Conference (AAFC), 
under businessman Arthur B. “Mickey” McBride, who 
would name Paul Brown the team’s general man- 
ager and head coach. The franchise conducted a team 
naming contest, and the No. 1 choice was “Browns,” 
highlighting Paul Brown’s popularity in the area. In 
addition to Brown, that first team consisted of future 
Hall of Famers in center Frank Gatski, quarterback Otto 
Graham, offensive tackle/kicker Lou Groza, receiver 
Dante Lavelli, fullback Marion Motley and lineman Bill 
Willis. 

In their first season in the AAFC (1946), the Browns 
posted a 12-2 record and went on to defeat the New 
York Yankees in the league’s inaugural championship 
game, 14-9. They were equally successful off the field, 
averaging more than 57,000 fans to their home games 
at Municipal Stadium. The Browns would go on to claim 
the AAFC title in all four years of the league’s existence, 
including a 15-0 record in 1948. 

In 1950, the Browns were one of only three AAFC 
teams to merge with the National Football League, 
along with the San Francisco 49ers and Baltimore Colts. 
Despite joining a more established league, Cleveland 
continued its success as they marched through the 1950 
regular season with a 10-2 record before defeating the 
New York Giants in the playoffs and the Los Angeles 
Rams in the championship game. In fact, the Browns 
appeared in the NFL Championship game in each of 
their first seven years in the league (1950-56), coming 
away with three titles during that time (1950, 1954-55). 

Quarterback Otto Graham guided the Browns to the 
championship game in all 10 of his professional sea- 
sons, helping the team capture seven titles (four AAFC 
and three NFL). Graham led the AAFC in passing all 
four years and led the NFL in passing twice (1953 and 
1955), while totaling 23,584 passing yards combined in 
both leagues. 

In 1957, the Browns selected Syracuse running back 
Jim Brown with the sixth overall pick of the NFL Draft. 
Brown would go on to lead the league in rushing that 
year with 942 yards in just 12 games as he was named 
NFL Rookie of the Year. He helped the Browns back to 
the NFL title game that season, although they dropped 
a 59-14 decision to the Detroit Lions. The following year, 


Brown again led the league in rushing, with 1,527 yards 
and 27 touchdowns. It marked one of seven times over 
the next eight years in which he rushed for more than 
1,100 yards. 

After going consecutive seasons without making the 
playoffs for the first time in franchise history (1961-62), 
Blanton Collier took over for Paul Brown as head coach 
in 1963, and guided the team to a regular season record 
of 10-4 as they returned to the postseason, led by Jim 
Brown's career-high 1,863 rushing yards. The following 
year, the Browns put together a record of 10-3-1, capped 
by a 27-0 victory over Baltimore in the NFL Championship 
game. The 1964 season marked the first of three NFL 
title game appearances for the Browns over the next five 
years. 

Following the 1965 season, Brown unexpectedly 
announced his retirement to pursue an acting career. 
In his final year, Brown rushed for 1,544 yards, the third 
straight year and eighth time in his nine NFL seasons that 
he topped the league’s rushing chart. 

Following Brown’s retirement, Cleveland could not be 
derailed as the team qualified for the postseason in three 
of the next four years, including two NFL Championship 
game appearances (1968-69). Running back Leroy Kelly, 
an eighth-round draft choice of the team in 1964, rushed 
for more than 1,000 yards in three of those seasons 
(1966-68). 

On Sept. 21, 1970, the Browns became part of history 
as they had the distinction of hosting the New York Jets in 
the first-ever Monday Night Football game, emerging with 
a 31-21 victory. 

Collier wrapped up his coaching career following the 
1970 season. He registered a 76-34-2 (.688) regular 
season record and guided the Browns to four NFL 
Championship games. 

The decade of the 1970s started with the Browns mak- 
ing two trips to the playoffs in the first three years. Then 
came a stretch in which the Browns missed the postsea- 
son seven straight seasons (1973-79). In the final year 
of that span, however, the Browns, under the guidance of 
second-year Head Coach Sam Rutigliano put together a 
record of 9-7 and affectionately earned the nickname of 
the “Kardiac Kids.” Of the team’s nine victories that year, 
seven came by seven points or less. Two of those wins 
occurred in overtime while three others were decided 
within the final two minutes of regulation. 

This excitement continued into the following season 
of 1980. After starting the year 2-3, the Browns reeled 
off five straight wins and victories in eight of their next 
nine. Of those eight triumphs, six came by six points or 
less. On the final week of the season, Don Cockroft’s

22-yard field goal with less than two minutes to play 
lifted the Browns to a 27-24 victory over the Bengals at 
Cincinnati's Riverfront Stadium, as Cleveland captured 
its first AFC Central crown since 1971 and its first playoff 
berth since 1972. 

In 1985, the franchise underwent a makeover as Marty 
Schottenheimer was named the team’s sixth full-time 
head coach and the club selected University of Miami 
quarterback Bernie Kosar - a Youngstown native who 
grew up in Boardman, Ohio — in the NFL Supplemental 
Draft. By midseason of his rookie year, Kosar had 
cracked the starting lineup, leading the Browns to wins 
in four of his first six starts. Cleveland went on to post 
an 8-8 record that year, which was good for first place 
in the AFC Central division. That season, running 
backs Earnest Byner and Kevin Mack both topped 
the 1,000-yard rushing mark, a feat that would not be 
accomplished again by a pair of running backs on the 
same team in the same season until 2008. 

The Browns seemed poised for their first playoff win 
since 1969 as they held a 21-3 third-quarter lead over 
the Dolphins at the Orange Bowl before Miami reeled 
off 21 unanswered points to come away with a 24-21 
victory. With Kosar at the helm, the Browns would win 
three AFC Central division titles over the next four years 
(1986-87, 1989) and qualify for the playoffs on each 
occasion. Three of those four appearances resulted in a 
spot in the AFC Championship game, only to be stopped 
short of their ultimate destination by the Denver Broncos 
each time. 

In Aug. of 1991, the Browns moved into a new admin- 
istrative complex in Berea and began holding training 
camp there in July of the following year. 

On Nov. 6, 1995, it was announced that the Browns 
had signed a deal to relocate to Baltimore for the fol- 
lowing season. In Feb. 1996, the NFL announced that 
the Browns would be “deactivated” for three years and 
that a new stadium would be built for a new Browns 
team — either as an expansion team or one that would 
move from another city - that would begin play in 1999. 
Cleveland NFL Football (Cleveland Browns Trust) was 
formed by the NFL with Bill Futterer as President and 
NFL Commissioner Paul Tagliabue as Trustee. The 
Trust represented the NFL in the stadium design and 
construction, managed the sale of suites and club seats, 
and sold Permanent Seat Licenses and season tickets. 
In March 1998, at the owners meeting in Orlando, 
Tagliabue announced that the Browns would be an 
expansion team rather than a relocated team. On Sept. 
8, 1998, the NFL awarded the new Cleveland Browns 
franchise to a group led by Alfred Lerner and the NFL 
formally transferred ownership on Oct. 23, 1998. 


The new Cleveland Browns franchise played their 
first game on Aug. 9, 1999 when they edged the Dallas 
Cowboys, 20-17 in overtime, in the annual Hall of Fame 
Game at Fawcett Stadium in Canton to open the pre- 
season. They played their first regular season game on 
Sept. 12 against their long-time rival Pittsburgh Steelers 
at FirstEnergy Stadium. Their initial regular season 
victory occurred in dramatic fashion as a 56-yard Hail 
Mary from quarterback Tim Couch to wide receiver Kevin 
Johnson as time expired lifted the Browns to a 21-16 deci- 
sion over the Saints at the Superdome, in what would be 
the first of two wins in that first season back for Cleveland. 

On Oct. 23, 2002, owner Alfred Lerner passed away 
and his son, Randy, took over control of the team. Later 
that year, the Browns won their final two regular season 
games to finish with a record of 9-7, earning them their 
first playoff berth since returning to the league just four 
years earlier. 

With the third overall pick in the 2007 NFL Draft, the 
Browns selected left tackle Joe Thomas. He played every 
offensive snap for the Browns from his rookie season 
through Week 7 in 2017, when his streak ended at 
10,363, the longest streak in NFL history. He also became 
the fifth player and the only lineman in NFL history to be 
selected to the Pro Bowl each of his first 10 seasons. 

The team unveiled a Ring of Honor at FirstEnergy 
Stadium at halftime of the home opener against the 
Kansas City Chiefs on Sept. 19, 2010. The inaugural 
class consisted of the franchise’s 16 Hall of Famers, as 
the name of each man was permanently displayed on the 
Stadium’s upper deck facade. In 2012, the years of the 
team’s eight league championships were added to the 
southeast end of facade. In 2018, the number 10,363 was 
enshrined to honor Joe Thomas’ snap streak. 

On Aug. 2, 2012, Dee and Jimmy Haslam agreed to 
purchase controlling interest of the Cleveland Browns 
from Randy Lerner. The NFL approved the Haslams as 
the owners on Oct. 16. 

The Browns and FirstEnergy Corp. announced that the 
team’s venue will be called FirstEnergy Stadium, Home of 
the Cleveland Browns on Jan. 15, 2013. 

On Oct. 29, 2017, the Browns played their first regular 
season game outside of the United States when they 
faced the Minnesota Vikings at Twickenham Stadium in 
London, England. 

John Dorsey was named General Manager on Dec. 7, 
2017. 

The Browns selected QB Baker Mayfield with the first 
overall pick in the 2018 NFL Draft and in just 13 starts, he 
set the NFL record for touchdown passes by a rookie with 
27. 

Freddie Kitchens was named the 17th full-time head 
coach in Browns history on Jan. 12, 2019.

#14 OTTO GRAHAM 

From 1946-1955, Otto Graham guided the Browns to 10 league championship games and NFL 
Championships in 1950, 1954 and 1955. He led the NFL in passing for two seasons and recorded 
23,084 career passing yards. In 1953, Graham finished the season with a 64.73 completion 
percentage, the highest in club history. He was an All-League selection from 1951-55. Graham 
was inducted in the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 1965. 


#32 JIM BROWN 

Brown was the NFL’s leading rusher in eight seasons and holds the Browns franchise record for 
career rushing yards, attempts and touchdowns. An All-America selection from Syracuse in 1956, 
Brown was named NFL Rookie of the Year in 1957. He participated in nine consecutive Pro Bowls 
from 1958-66 and was voted NFL most valuable player in 1957, 1958 and 1965. Brown was in- 
ducted into the Pro Football Hall of Fame in 1971. 


#45 ERNIE DAVIS 

After being selected first in the 1961 NFL draft, the Browns acquired Ernie Davis in a trade with 
the Washington Redskins. Tragically, Davis passed away two years later from leukemia and never 
played a professional game. A star running back from Syracuse, Davis was the first African-Ameri- 
can to win the Heisman Trophy in 1961 and guided the Orangemen to their only national champion- 
ship the same year. 


#46 DON FLEMING 

Don Fleming was selected by the Chicago Cardinals in the 28th round of the 1959 NFL draft. He 
was traded to the Browns in 1960 and was a mainstay at the safety position. From 1960-63, Fleming 
intercepted 10 passes and was named to The Sporting News All-AFC team in 1962. During the 1963 
offseason, Fleming and a co-worker were sadly electrocuted working a construction job. His passing 
came a few weeks after Ernie Davis’ death. 


#76 LOU GROZA 

Lou Groza is Cleveland’s all-time top scorer with 1,349 points on 234 FGs, 641 PATs and one TD. 
He scored at least one point in 107 consecutive games and his last-second field goal sealed the 
1950 NFL Championship for the Browns. Originally an offensive left tackle, Groza suffered a back 
injury which converted him into a kicking specialist from 1961-67. He was an All-NFL tackle on six 
occasions and was the NFL Player of the Year in 1954. Groza was inducted in the Pro Football 
Hall of Fame in 1974.

To pay homage to their great history - one of the richest in the NFL - the Browns unveiled the Cleveland Browns Ring of Honor during a special ceremony 
at halftime of the 2010 regular season home opener, against Kansas City on Sept. 19. The initial group of inductees consisted of the 16 former Browns 
enshrined in the Pro Football Hall of Fame. The names of these 16 greats are prominently displayed on the facade of the upper deck of the stadium. In 
2012, the years of the team’s eight league championships were added to the facade at the southeast end of FirstEnergy Stadium. On Oct. 14, 2018, Joe 
Thomas’ streak of 10,363 was enshrined. Thomas played 10,363 consecutive offensive snaps over 167 games from his rookie season in 2007 until 2017.

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FirstEnergy Stadium is home not only to a storied football franchise but also to a dedicated, passionate group 
of people who are the world’s greatest fans. At FirstEnergy Stadium, fans take pride in supporting their team in 
a safe, enthusiastic and family-oriented atmosphere. This special combination of sportsmanship and exhilara- 
tion makes Sunday afternoons with the Browns a memorable experience. 


FirstEnergy Stadium was built on the hallowed ground of the old Municipal Stadium. The lakefront is home of 
the Cleveland Browns, where the legendary Coach Paul Brown established Cleveland’s first football dynasty 
in the 1940s and 16 Cleveland Browns established their credentials for induction into the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame in Canton. In 2010, the team’s Pro Football Hall of Fame enshrinees were further honored by the unveiling 
of their names in the Ring of Honor, which recognizes their contributions to the Cleveland Browns organization. 
The names of these 16 greats are now permanently displayed on the facade of the stadium’s upper deck, while 
Joe Thomas’ historic consecutive offensive snaps played streak was recognized when “10,363” was added to 
the Ring of Honor and unveiled in 2018. 


FirstEnergy Stadium is a celebration of the city’s renaissance, drawing people to the lakefront every day. The 
crown jewel of the North Coast Harbor, FirstEnergy Stadium is located next to the Rock & Rall Hall of Fame and 
the Great Lakes Science Center. While on the south side of the stadium, fans can grab items to represent their 
favorite team at the Pro Shop, where all of the the team’s net proceeds from purchases within the location are 
then donated to benefit the Northeast Ohio community. 


FirstEnergy Stadium also plays host to various major events and is available for private functions such as wed- 
ding receptions, proms, holiday parties and business luncheons. In 2017 and 2019, the stadium played host to 
internatioal soccer doulbheaders featuring the U.S. Men’s National Team during the Concacaf Gold Cup. Last 
year, FirstEnergy Stadium welcomed the U.S. Soccer Women’s National Team for a friendly against China PR, 
as well as two major stadium tours — Taylor Swift’s reputation tour and the JAY-Z and Beyonce OTR II tour. 


In 2017, the facility also hosted a Ue concert. On June 5, 2016, the stadium welcomed the U.S. Soccer Women’s 
National Team for the second leg of a two-game friendly series against Japan. 


In 2015, FirstEnergy Stadium welcomed One Direction and Luke Bryan for top-notch concerts. In 201e, “The 
Brothers of the Sun Tour,” featuring Kenny Chesney and Tim McGraw, came to FirstEnergy Stadium. The sta- 
dium has also played host to Kenny Chesney concerts in 2007 and 2008, as well as The Three Tenors (2000), 
George Strait (2000) and *NSYNC (2001). 


On May 29, 2013, the U.S. Men’s National Team hosted Belgium for the first international soccer match at 
the stadium since 2006. On six occasions since 2005, the High School Charity Games have been staged at 
FirstEnergy Stadium, showcasing some of the top area high school football talent. College football has been 
a regular on FirstEnergy Stadium’s docket. On September 21, 2013, Tuskegee University and Winston Salem 
State University squared off in the Third Annual Cleveland Classic HBCU football game. From 2006-2013, a col- 
lege game was played at the stadium each year except 2010.

In 2015, the Browns completed a two-year, $125 million modernization project that was launched by Dee and 
Jimmy Haslam in 2013. The Browns, with the City of Cleveland and Mayor Frank Jackson's support, now provide 
the team and its fans a top-tier NFL facility, one with a significant home-field advantage charged by the Dawg 
Pound. 


“This renovation is a result of wanting to create the best fan experience in the NFL, and also to create a venue 
to attract other world-class events at FirstEnergy Stadium,” said Jimmy Haslam. “We realize the transformative 
opportunity of this investment for the City of Cleveland. We're excited to reward our fans and the community 
with the experience they deserve.” 


All facets of the renovation were incorporated with the mission to provide Browns fans an enhanced in-game 
experience, while also improving the team’s home-field advantage, bolstered by the NFL’s most loyal and pas- 
sionate fan base. 


In 2015, the modernization revitalized the look and feel of the stadium’s external and internal features, creat- 
ing a vibrant environment that highlights Cleveland and the Browns illustrious history. In addition to upgrading 
lighting, signage and way-finding throughout the concourses, high-definition graphics inside and outside the 
stadium now depict current players, Browns legends, the historic Dawg Pound and the best fans in the league. 


During Phase II, the Browns also increased the availability of Cleveland chef partner options and general con- 
cessions for all fans, focusing on Cleveland tastes. Renovated dining locations and upgraded food and bever- 
age amenities were added, including new concepts and offerings, in addition to modernized facades, signage, 
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menu boards and way-finding throughout the stadium. All 35 permanent concession stands were remodeled. 


Prior to the end of the 2015 season, the team installed and fully optimized a new WiFi system to offer fans 
increased access through their mobile devices, including to track stats and scores across the league and 
additional team information through the Browns Mobile App. 


In an effort to further highlight the team’s connection to Cleveland and its thriving food scene, celebrity chef 
concepts including Michael Symon’s B Spot and Rocco Whalen’s Great Lakes Cheesesteaks are now featured 
in the 100 and 500 levels of the stadium. 


The Browns began their food and beverage transformation through an expanded partnership with Aramark, 
which in 2014 became FirstEnergy Stadium’s general concessionaire after serving as the facility's premium 
dining and catering company since 2012. During Phase I, the team incorporated menu items from many of 
Cleveland’s award-winning chefs that previously were only available in premium areas. The first stage of the 
renovation created new stands in general concession locations, highlighted by Symon’s B Spot in the west end 
zone and a new concept from Whalen, Great Lakes Cheesesteaks, in the east end zone. 


In the second phase, the team also modernized premium areas, including upgrading all club seats and suites, 
while adding more top-level entertainment areas. A field-level hospitality location has been constructed oppo- 
site of the Browns’ locker room, while the Grille Club, north and south clubs and upper- and lower-level suites 
were restructured and refurbished, with every facet of each area receiving fresh upgrades.

During Phase I, the Browns installed two new angled video boards that measure approximately 6,900 square 
feet, nearly triple the size of the old units. The boards, which are equivalent in size to 645 60-inch HD televi- 
sions, are 3c feet lower and 56 feet closer to the field, further enhancing their impact on all fans’ viewing 
experience. New LED video boards, which feature stats, scores and information, as well as new and upgraded 
LED ribbon boards, were installed throughout the stadium. 
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The new video elements are complemented by an entirely new audio system, delivering crisper, clearer audio 
throughout the stadium. The main bowl’s system was entirely replaced with best-in-class audio equipment, 
and is supported by additional speaker locations throughout the complex that improved clarity to previously 
shadowed areas. With the new video and audio systems, the Browns have incorporated state-of-the-art tech- 
nologies that impress fans with high-level scoreboard programming and concert-quality sound. 


In 2014, the project also increased the lower bowl’s seating capacity while improving sightlines. Many Browns 
fans are now seated closer to the field and observe dramatically better views of the game, fostering a more 
intimate environment while enhancing the team’s home-field advantage. In addition to creating more prime 
locations for fans, the Browns expanded ADA seating in the project’s first phase. 


Easing in-stadium access for fans was another priority in the renovation’s initial stage. Two escalators were 
installed in both the east and west end zones to ensure the most fluid, convenient movement in and between 
stadium levels. There are now le escalators that provide access to stadium concourses, including direct 
access to the 300 and 500 levels. 


For the first time in 2014, FirstEnergy Stadium featured fan decks that host unique engagement areas in both 
end zones. Each deck offers a special in-stadium viewing experience, with fans gaining access to new locations 
and activations while still being able to watch the game live. 
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The Cleveland Browns Training Facility is located in 
Berea, Ohio, where it sits on 13 acres of land. The 
building originally opened in August of 1991 and has 
undergone many renovations since its debut. The 
115,000 square foot building has two floors, both of 
which have been renovated in recent years. 


Prior to the 2016 season, the Browns made sig- 
nificant upgrades to the building’s exterior and 
interior, focusing primarily on improving player areas 
to provide the team’s coaches and players with 
best-in-class resources, by adding 25,000 square 
feet and renovating an additional 25,000 square feet 
of the facility. In addition to increasing the size of 
office and meeting spaces, Cleveland redesigned the 
locker room, player meeting rooms, player lounge, 
cafeteria and training room, including the installa- 
tion of a lap pool and new hot and cold tubs. 


During the 2013 offseason, the facility's second floor 
underwent a 36,000 square foot renovation. The new 
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space boasts an open floor plan and was designed 
to create a vibrant, energetic and collaborative 
space for the club’s football and business opera- 
tions. The new space houses a state-of-the-art 
media studio where radio and television production 
take place in house. 


Connected to the facility is the team’s 60,000 
square foot indoor field house. The facility also 
hosts four regulation-size natural grass practice 
fields ideal for year-round football operations, 
including the club’s training camp. 


The Cleveland Browns and City of Berea agreed to 
a lease amendment that guarantees the team’s 
facility will remain in Berea through at least 2028.

The Browns Training and Administrative Complex will host 2019 Browns training camp, which marks the 2dth 
time (1992-95, 1999-2019) the team will have conducted training camp at the facility. Training camp is in 
association with Discount Drug Mart.

The Cleveland Browns have had six primary logos during the team’s history, the most recent of which 
was introduced prior to the 2015 season. Complementing the iconic helmet logo, the team has also used 
various secondary marks throughout its history, including ones to celebrate the Dawg Pound, the team’s 
return to Cleveland in 1999 and other anniversaries. 
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
